THE ROYAL OPHTHALMIC HOSPITAL, JERUSALEM. 


- $rr,—The recent visit of the German, Emperor to Jerusalem and the 
attention which has been called to the restoration of the Church of the Knights 
of St. John of the German Order, renders it desirable that some mention should 
be made of the work of the Ophthalmic Hospital of the Order of St. John of 
Jerusalem, which has been recently represented by Lord Templeton and a 
deputation from the Order under appointment from the Grand Prior, H.R.H. 
the Prince of Wales. | se 

The British Ophthalmic Hospital is supplying a great want in relieving the 
numerous ophthalmic cases which are so prevalent in Palestine. especially during 
the hot months, and the following statistics will show how inadequate the 
present Hospital is to the demands of the patients :—

The Hospital is quite unable to satisfy the demands of the out-patients, who 
come from all parts of Palestine. Under present circumstances only those 
needing operations can be admitted. | 

Dr, Cant reports in September, 1808: “We have had a good m ny cases of 
ophthalmia from the town this season, chiefly Jews. The competition to get in 
has been in their favour and to the exclusion of the fellaheen, but with the result 
that our out-patients have become nocturnal visitors, and that our room. 1s 
always full, and the door shut by four o'clock in the morning. We do not finish 
with them until one o'clock.” 

It seems certain that if the Hospital were four or five times its present size, 
and with its staff correspondingly increased, it would, on account of the great 
amount of eye disease throughout the country, be more than fully supplied with 
patients. 

The Committee receive excellent reports of the Hospital from visitors, 
and testimony to the skill and attention of the resident surgeon, Dr. Cant, 
assisted by Mrs. Cant. It is proposed to renew his term of engagement for five 
years. 

The subscriptions to the Hospital, together with the smafl income of £50) 
from the fund raised to commemorate the services of the Jate Sir E. Lechmere, 
are quite inadequate to meet the expenses, and they have hitherto been supple- 
mented from funds of the Order. | 

If the claims of the Hospital were better known, especially amongst the 
wealthy Jews of this country, who are ever attentive to the wants of their 
fellow-countrymen, further accommodation could be provided, as there is ample 
land for the purpose. 

I trust that this statement may also be the means of increasing the number 
of subscribers, and so providing more funds for the current wants of the 
Hospital.

IN WHAT DO MY CHARMS CONSIST? 


Sik,—In the current number of the JEwistt CHRONICLE, “ F. A.” endeavours 
to supply a counter-charm to what he designates as my “charming.” I cannot 
congratulate him on his success. His controversial stock in trade seems chiefly 
to consist of misrepresentation and the use of the word “fad.” The latter is. 
no doubt, a very handy verbal missile to throw at any proposition the argu- 
ments for which you do not feel able to refute. But just for this very reason, 
the use of it is eschewed by thinkers who do not wish their conclusions, or 
those of others, to be built up on question-begging pejoratives. 

“F, A.” says: “Mr. Levy scolds us in general terms because we are not 
members of the Personal Rights Association.” Is this part of my “ charming ?” 
If so, itis very crude. But what did I say ?— 


If there is a race on the face of the globe which is interested in the doctrine of human 
rights ant equality befure the law it is the Hebrew race; and if there is a race which 
does litte to help to spread that doctrine or to miintain it, it is that same Hebrew rac». 
Jews are conspicuous by their absence from all the societies whic’ have this for their 
object. In the association with which I have had the honour to be conn«cted for the best 
years of my life, of which M. Yves Guyot isa Vice-President, and which was founded 
twenty-seven and a half years ago—the Personal Rights Association —with the exception 
of our excellent Corresponding Member at Meibourne, Victoria, ani my<elf, I recollect 
only two of our Vic2-Presidents, the late Dr. Mathias Roth and Signor Ernesto Nathan, 
and one member, as being Jews. We have hai no Jewish support save this. 1 think 
very much the same sort of thing is true of the “ Ligue des Droits de l'Homme ” which 

. Of course, there is no need that Israelites 
should belong to either of the two Associations I have named. They may object, partly 
to their etatement of principles, partly to their personnel; but this cin be no excuse fur 
standing aside and endeavouring to maintain Jewish rights as a thesis apart from that 
doctrine of universal human rights of which it must necessari!y form part. 


__“ F. A’s.” statement is, therefore, a complete misrepresentation of what I 
said, and I must ask him to withdraw it and apologise. One of my charms—a very 
effective one in the long ran—is love of accuracy. 

This misrepresentation is made in order to usher ina terrible charge against 
the Personal Rights Association. “One of the achievements of this Association 
was to impiir the system of vaccination.” Now, the Association cannot fairly 
claim the credit for all that is here attributed to it. It was only one of the 
agencies which procured the recent very slight relaxation of the Vaccination 
Law in the direction of personal freedom. But it will try to do better next 
time. It will make war on State vaccination till every vestige of State enforce- 
ment, State establishment, and State endowment is £ Bliss, and persons are as 
free to adopt the practice of cow-poxing, or not to adopt it, as they are in the 
case = edients, or fancied. | 

“FA.” wan ring a still heavier indictment of the same ki i 
the Personal Rights Association, I will tell him how he can do ‘o prot 
Association which is chiefly responsible for the total and unconditional repeal, in 
1886, of a law which was, no doubt, dear to “ F. A.” as a good medical coercionist 
But if coercion is good in medicine, why not in religion? The rights of 
humanity are solidaires. “ F. A.” argues for “ restraint upon unenhghtened and 
careless citizens” in the matter of vaccination, the “unenlightened ” being 
of course, those who do not agree with him, the “ careless” those who do not 
act as he wishes. But M. Pobiedonostzeff regards the danger a child incurs by 


not being brought up in the orthodox church as a far greater one than could 


result from neglect of vaceination at the highest estimate of its efficacy. Why 
should he not restrain unenlightened Stundists and Jews? 


Now, Mr. Editor, I cannot ask you to give me the space to discuss the vaccina-| 


tion question, though I could prove that it is not irrelevant in a Jewish paper. 
More pver, I am far too busy seeking to “impair” the force of other attacks on 
human rights, at the present moment, to extend my work, unless under the direst 
necessity. But I have afew copies of my lecture, “State Vaccination, with 
Special Reference to some Principles of Ancient Judaism,” and my pamphlet, 
“The Bird that laidthe Vaccination Egg,” and I will send a copy of each of these 
to any of your readers who will senda eo gene asking for them to the Personal 
Rights Association, 3, Victoria Street, S.W. 
“i A.” says I stand almost alone. Suppose I do. He who is not pre- 
pared to be “ in the right with two or three ” 1s never likely to be worth much to 
humanity. Shouting with the bigger crowd may be safe, but it is not. very 
heroic. The lesson which I carry away from reading the Hebrew Prophets 1s 
that they were men who did not wait till their message was sure of the support 
of a majority, before proclaiming it. But am I almost alone? If “TI. A.” means 
that I am almost alone among Jews, this is only another way of stating the fact 
asserted in the above quotation from my words at the Maccabwans. If, how- 
ever, he means that I have stood alone among my fellow-men, then I must say 
that: he little knows what memories he stirs. Almostalone! When I look back 
over the vista of my life for the last thirty years, and see the Walhalla of heroes 
and heroines among whom I have moved—John Stuart Mill, Charles Bradlaugh, 
Ernestine A. Rose, Mathias Roth, Léon Donnat, Emilie Ashurst Venturi, Peter 
Alfred: Taylor, Aurelio Sati, Josephine E. Butler, Charles Henry Hopwood, 
Alice Cliff Scatcherd, Charles Bell Taylor, William Steadman Aldis, Alfred 
Milnes, John P. Thomasson, William Tebb, Yves Guyot, and many others not 
known to the world at large, but whose lives have been on the highest plane of 
thought and action—I am amazed at the richness of my acquaintance. My 
difficulty has certainly not been one of loneliness in my work, but so to order 
my life as not to be altogether unworthy of my co-workers. Among the above, 
some have been, some are still, very dear friends of mine—friends made in the 
very best way, in fighting shoulder to shoulder the bloodless battle of truth, 
justice, and humanity. T'wo of them, both dead, were of Hebrew race—Dr. 
Mathias Roth, patriot, physician, philanthropist, one of the purest mental gems 
ever set in a human frame; and Mrs. Ernestine Rose, the Polish Jewess who 
hecame a great English orator, and fought the good fight of negro emancipation 
with an eloquence and a moral fervour which I have never heard excelled. On 
one occasion when [ visited Bradlaugh, during his imprisonment in the Clock 
Tower of the Houses of Parliament, Mrs. Rose came in. I shall not forget the 
scene, as she, a very old woman, fell upon his neck and kissed and thanked him 


| for the brave stand he was making for religious liberty and equality. 


Ah! there are giants in our days too, though the BXVANT 33 have ceased to 
visit us. If we see them not, it is our vision which is at fault. Our eyes are 
trained to meaner moral heights; and, when we meet the great ones of the 
earth, we pass them by, denounce them as heretics, or throw at their heads some 
verbal brick” like faddist.”

THE EAST END SCHEME, | 

Sirn.—While the fate of th: East End Scheme is quivering in the balance it 
may still be permissible to intrude into your columns with the discussion of 
the subject. The credentials which justify me in venturing into this much 
debated arena consist of such knowledge and experience as may be gained by 
residence in the East End and constant observation of existing conditions The 
elaborate report which is now sb judice at the Council of the United S)nagogue 
is evidently the result of prolonged and careful investigation, and merits the 
appreciation of all who are interested in the problems discussed therein. I was 
struck with the evident mastery of the subject which was displayed throughout 
all the sections of the report, and I regret to find that many members of the 
Council were not disposed to acknowledge the value of the bhear and energy 


involved in preparing the document. It is now some months since I had the. 


opportunity of reading it in ertensv, but the impression it made upon me as a 
heroic attempt to grapple with complicated problems still remains quite vivid, 
and the criticism offered at the Council meeting has not modified this impression. 
I readily admit that my admiration for the report arises rather from the 
researches that it embodies, than from the recommendations it contains. These 
researches expose certain evils, defects and difficulties in the conditions of life 
among the Jewish poor; but the remedies suggested are dictated only by a 
knowledge of these burdens, and not by an intimate knowledge of the people on 
whom they press. This acquaintance is only to be obtained by living and 
moving among the people: and very few either of the opponents or advocates 
of the Scheme possess this qualification. I consider, therefore, that those who 
do possess this acquaintance would be doing a sorry service to the community 
if they withheld their views. 

To treat the matter at all adequately would exceed the limits of even a 
lengthy letter. A review of East End Jewry would embrace industrial, eeonomi- 
cal, philanthropic, social and religious considerations. I admit that it must be 
hard for the West Ender to realise the fulness of development which already 
exists. Well nigh every phase of commerce, trade, charity and intellect rubs 
shoulders with poverty, degradation and ignorance, just like What obtains in 
every civilized city of the world. An East End Jew is not—ipso facto—an 
object for commiseration, a target to aim philanthropic projects at. I venture to 
assert that a considerable majority are working out their own salvation, in 
numerous well-recognised paths, so efficiently that no outside interference is 
warranted or would be tolerated. The amount of business daily transacted in 
the Jewish quarter of London would simply astound the uninitiated, and per- 
haps make them envious and apprehensive lest the East End soon invade the 
more favoured districts of the West. It is well to bear this in mind when think- 


ing over a scheme which proposes wholesale revolutions in the East End where 
such a stable social economy exists. 


The Scheme being essentially social, intellectual and ethical in its conception, | 


must be judged from these standpoints, and from these standpoints the enormit 

of the task, the stupendous magnitude of the undertaking, appears. I could fill 
half your journal with the types that demand elevation, with ee minds that need 
training and the characters that require moralising. Nota day passes but brings 
its quota of specimens of bag dejection and crude, hopeless, ignorance. 
There is the poor benighted Polish Jewess, who saunters along the byeways of 
Spitalfields almost innocent of her own family patronymic, and forgetting the 
number and street of her abode : and there is her masculine compatriot, who has 
toiled here for years, but has really lived all the time in a Ghetto and hardly 
understands a word of English. No Scheme can reach this class, nothing but the 
slow process of social evolution can effect any reform here, and attempts at 
Anglicisation are wasted energy. Anglicisation is progressing naturally and 
inevitably. Ten years ago the community feared that an indigenous popula- 
tion would be growing up in the East End with foreign habits, customs and 
prejudices. This has been a delusion ; the children of the Russo-Polish refugees, 
the children who have been refugees themselves, are English to the core. You 
see them at the street corners debating the chances of the favourite, eagerly 
devouring the latest tips, and anxiously enquiring the name of the winner. 


Perhaps it is for these that the Scheme has mapped out a plan of salvation, 
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_ They certainly require it more than the timid, inoffensive, Ghetto types whom it 


is sought to Anglicise artificially. 


The more thought one gives to this problem the more the conviction grows 
that the herculean task of making all the East End Jews clean, moral. intellec- 
tual, thrifty, and possessed of commodious dwellings is not to be effected by 
resolutions of the United Synagogue Council. Thereis plenty of scope for indi- 
vidual generosity on a large scale in the East End. No wealthy Jew has yet spent 
£50,000 for the benefit of his labouring coreligionists in the East End. Mean- 
while the work of the East End Scheme is being done by the Jews’ Free School, 
and the numerous Board Schools in Spitalfields and Whitechapel. Here 
influences are being brought to bear on children who will form the future 
generation of East Enders, and will be Anglicised effectually without any 
Schemes. The leaders of the community must look to it that the material pro- 
duced here should hereafter redound to the credit of the community. To think 
of the thousands of boys and girls now training in our schools for citizenship and 
Judaism is to tremble for the future, lest they do not turn out at least as sober 
law-abiding, and industrious as their parents, for whom the United Synavooue 
has been scheming during the last decade. When we think for a moment that 
the Religious Education Board, charged with the moral and ethical instruction 
of these thousands of children, is putin the humiliating position of having to 
beg for charity at a public dinner surely it makes us look to the future with a 
little uncertainty. 

There is enough work to doin the East End; but let us not obscure the 
issues at stake by pegging away at all those more or less minor details which 
loom so largely in the official scheme. There seems to be a general consensus 
of opinion that the removal and extension of the work of the Beth Din js 
necessary ; and undoubtedly this is a measure which should be at once adopted, 
I believe that the proposed large hall, with its annexes, is capable of being 
turned to service of the utmost importance, and the portion of the Report which 
refers to it, will, I hope, be carried in its entirety. I foresee for it a great future ; 
the increasing complexity of Jewish life in the East End needs some institution 
to serve as a rallying point, which at present it lacks. This is the saving clause 
of the Scheme, and when the hall is erected it should be the People’s Palace 
of East End Jewry, from which useful social and religious measures will go 
forth.

Sik,—The impression left upon the mind after reading Mr. Delissa Joseph's 
letter in your last issue is best expressed in the old phrase, * There is nothing 
like leather.’ Mr. Joseph, not unnaturally, thinks that the great, or indeed the 
only important thing in carrying outan East End Scheme 1s to erecta large 
building. Now, I sincerely hope that this course will not commend itself to the 
Council. The passion for building 1s a very dangerous and a very expensive 
hobby, and the Council, having recently indulged itself tothe extent of sanetion- 
ing an expenditure of about £10,000 for the erection of an Industrial School as 
the solution of a very simple difficulty, may well pause before attempting to 
solve the East End problem by erecting another very costly building, | 

I must admit that the report of the Special Committee was not put before 
the Council in a form to be easily appreciated. It came before that body exactly 
as it left the Sub-Committee, and without sucha grouping of the more important 
recommendations as would have made its scope more easily to be understood. 

At the same time I should hke to point out that the Report was brought 
before the Council as a plan for a complete Scheme “for ameliorating the 
condition socially, intellectually, spiritually and otherwise, of the poorest Jews 
in the East End of London,” and with a distinct statement that it was desirable 
to commence by carrying out only some of the recommendations. 

The Council is asked merely for its approval of the Report as a whole. 
and then to refer back to the Special Committee to formulate a smaller and 
more compact plan of operations to be proceeded with at once. When such a 
plan has been drawn up, and the Council is asked for support, either in the form 
of land, money or personal assistance, then a detailed criticism of the work 
proposed to be done will be right and necessary ; while at present, it is somewhat 


‘ carping, unless in the form of Mr. Joseph's statement, that the whole Report 


is bad and wrong «ab initio, and that all that is necessary is to build and build. 


After a year’s work as a member of the Sub-Committee I shall be very 
disappointed if the Council should be led by Mr. Joseph into a hasty decision 
without allowing the Special Committee to bring forward a plan for supplying 
what, in its opinion, are the most pressing needs of the East End.

Sirn,—Many of the critics of the Report on the East End Scheme have 
expressed the opinion that for Jews thrift societies are entirely unnecessary. I 
may perhaps be permitted to refer to one thrift society in Whitechapel with its 
headquarters at St. Jude's Vicarage, which includes a considerable number ot 
Jews among its members. These people are most ardent in their desire to put 
away their small amounts and eagerly await the weekly appearance of the 


collector, but if he should happen to miss one week, he does not receive a deposit 


of twice the usual amount on his next visit. They are apparently unable to save 
of their own accord. The suggestion is sometimes made that they should open 
accounts in the Post Office Savings Bank but without avail. ‘The class from 
which these depositors are drawn seems to have an inherent suspicion of the Post 
Otlice. 
The Jewish inhabitants of the parish of St. Jude’s are well cared for in this 
respect by this society, but many of the adj ining districts are in a far differe:.t 
sition. In one parish in particular, there has, within my limited knowledge, 
bass repeatedly expressed a desire for an opportunity to save money in a 


similar society, a desire that has hitherto been ungratified. Perhaps, even if the | 
East End Scheme prove abortive, the small number of honorary workers who 


will be prepared to devote not more than one hour each per week to giving people 
an opportunity of cultivating thrift and thereby assist to render them more 
independent of outside help, may be found, 

A gift of £3 or £4 at the most would be needed to meet the initial outlay. 
A lady or gentleman who would act as secretary would easily be found. A 
dozen others as honorary collectors would then be needed, and the small current 
expenses could be defrayed out of the interest accruing on the deposits. 

Mr. Delissa Joseph, in particular, refers to other of the recommendations 
that are, in his opinion, entirely unnecessary. As he says, there are already in 
existence an official interpreter and a Board of Arbitration. But are these suffi- 
cient for the demands upon them? Is there no need for their sphere of activity 
to be extended? Is one interpreter sufficient? Does the Board of Arbitration 
meet at sufficiently frequent intervals’ It-is stated that the local branches of the 
Post Office Savings Bank have J iidisch-speaking officials. To how considerable 
an extent is that so? Is there no room for more? The recommendation of the 
Sub-Committee with regard to this point would however, I believe, be rather 
difficult of application. Then it issaid that Russo-Jewish English Classes have 
been doing magnificent work. We will admit that Magnificent work with respect 


to the quality, but can the same be said of the quantity? The same question 


might be asked about the Technical Classes. Are the Classes at the People’s 
Palace sufficient to supply the whole of East End Jewry ? 

_ Of the 10 recommendations referred to by Mr. Joseph as likely to overlap 
existing institutions, the greater number, if not all, might well be adopted in 
order tosupplement the work that is already being done.

So I have 
referred to the report of the Jewish Board of Guardians to ascertain how many. 
Jewish deserted children were ‘on the books of the Board during the past three 
years. ’ The following are the figures : In 1805, 932 deserted children ; 1896, 649. 
deserted children ; 1807, 730 deserted children, | 

With such facts as these; your correspondent “ Cautela” might have been 
even more emphatic, and migtt have cast grave doubts on the wisdom of. the 
entire Industrial School scheme.

THE RENT PROBLEM IN THE EAST END. 

Sin,—Your esteemed journal has on several occasions called attention to the 
grave rent problem in the East Eud, which is day by day deepening in gravity. 
L have devoted a good deal of attention to this question, and it is my conviction | 
that much as the rack-renting landlords are to be condemned for their unscru 
pulous methods, the tenants themselves are even more to be blamed. The 
landlords engage in furious competition for wretched tumble-down dwellings, to 
the great benefit of a certain class of solicitors, but the behaviour of the tenants 
to their sub-tenants 1s simply atrocious. 

Ifere is a statement of one of the landlords with whom I spoke on this 
matter. He possesses a building, consisting of a double-fronted shop, six rooms 
and a kitchen, the whole being let at a weekly rent of 28s. | Now what does the 
tenant do? He sub-lets one half of the shop for 15s., two rooms for lls. and 
another for 4s. 6d., and thus isleft with halfof the shop, three rooms and the 
kitchen, and not only lives rent free, but is actually 2s. 6d. to the good on the 
whole transaction. Is not the landlord morally justified in rassiag 
his rent so that the tenant should at least pay something tor 
the use of his rooms and shop? Take another instance—a house, consisting 
of six rooms and two kitchens, rent 18s. weekly. The tenant under-lets two 
rooms for 9s. and another two for 7s, and in the remaining four he accommo-; 
dates a lodger for 3s. per week, the net result being that he lives rent free, and 
pockets 1s. 6d. every week for the privilege. What is more is, that whereas the 
zonant sees very little of the landlord, the sub-tenants have all the advantages (?) 
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of their landlord's immediate presence, and often, too, the disagreeable attentions 
of h's estimable wife. 7 

Those who are conversant with life in the East End will readily confirm me 

when I assert that these instances could be indefinitely multiplied. Indeed, I am 

repared to say that in eight out of every ten houses, three or four families dwell. 
Chen again, there is the question of key-money. This is given,,not for good- 
will or fixtures, but merely for the privilege of becoming the tenant of the 
house. The landlords used occasionally to demand this money; now, it 1s 
exclusively the admission fee wrung from the incoming tenant by the old 
occupier. This is not an objectionable arrangement from the landlord's stand- 
point, because it ensures him constant tenancy; aman who had paid a 
considerable sum as key-money is not likely to move out of his 
house before he has secured a tenant who will re-imburse the money 
he himself spent on entering; and in this way the landlord's interests are also 
secured. This shameful key-money practice has developed to such an extent that 
it is now customary even in the letting of rooms, and in a certain Four Per 
Cent. Model Dwelling. where I myself lived for awhile, you could not get any 
rooms without paying a sum down to the out-going tenant, as well as 30s. to the 
Superintendent. Even insuch buildings, where house accommodation is on the 
average cheap, you will find lodgers kept to eke out the rent. This over-crowding 
ix another “ Pale of Settlement,” only whereas abroad it is enforced, here at home 
it is a creation of our own, 

The difficulty is undoubted, and the solution as difficult as it is pressing, but 
let us not throw the blame entirely on one class of persons, but rather study the 
whole question with a view primarily to alleviate the exceedingly hard lot of the 
unfortunate sub-tenant,

DOES HEINE SAY JUDAISM IS A MISFORTUNE? 

Sin.—One often hears it said that Heine called Judaism a misfortune. It 
occurred to me that it would be a good thing to find out what’Heine really did 
say on this subject. Now I find that this, like so many otber quotations, is 
perverted and wrongly given, and it has consequently done and is still doing a 
good deal of mischief among enlightened Jews. In looking the matter up in 
Heine's works [ noticed that the quotation oecurs in the * Baeder von Lucca,” 
chapter ix, but quite differently from what it is generelly quoted. In that 
passage the poet makes Hyacinth say, “ Die «/fjud/sche Religion ist gar keine 
Religion, sondera ein Unglueck.” In order to understand what Heine meant 
by the expression “altjuedische Religion” we must go a little more minutely 
into the passag*. Baron Gumpel, who had turned Roman Catholic, has a shrewd 
servant named Hyacinth, who was originally a lottery collector and a chiropodist 
mn Heonburg. "Phos> two meet in the Baedern von Lucca, Italy, a doctor, who 
represents the poet Heine himself. Having elicited Hyacinth’s opinion on the 
Roman Catholic and Protestant religions, the doctor wishes to know what 
Hyacinth thought about the Jewish religion, saying, “ Surely the old-fashioned 
Ce. altyuedische) Jewish religion seems to be more practical to you?” . Upon 
this Hyacinth retorts, ‘* Doctor, leave me alone with the old-fashioned Jewish 
religion which I do not wish for my worst enemy. Nothing but disgrace comes 
of it, | tell you it is no religion at all, but a misfortune.” The doctor then tells 
Hyacinth that one could see he was a cultured man, to which Hyacinth 
replies, “ You are right IT have made progress in my education and when 
. return to Hamburg I hardly know with whom T should associate there. 
And as regards religion, 1 know what I shall do. For the present, the new 
Israeclitish temple will satisfy me... . So help me God, [require no better religion 
than that and it is worthy of my support.’ Hyacinth then goes on to say that 
he would attend the new Temple in Hamburg every Saturday when he returned, 
and that though some old-fashioned Jews spoke disrespectfully of it, yet he 
thought that the Jewish religion taught therein was a good and pure religion, it 


Was true a little too good for the common man, for whom the old-fashioned (die ° 


alt-Juedische) Jewish religion was perhaps still very useful, but: the common 
man must have something stupid, and he felt happy in that stupidity. From this 
we clearly see that Heine, or rather Hyacinth, did not mean to say that the 
Jewish religion altogether, or at least in its enlightened form as represented by 
the Hamburg Temple, was a misfortune, but the old-fashioned Judaism (die 
altjucdische religion) with its thousand and one antiquated ceremonies that were 
burdensome to the man of culture.

Death of a Crimean Veteran in Italy. 


One of the few veterans in Italy of the Crimean War died on November 
16th at Rome. Signor L. M. Segré was enrolled in the Piedmont Army soon 
after King Carlo Alberto granted the emancipation of his Jewish subjects. He 
distinguished himself in the Crimean campaign, which opened to Italy the gates 
of the European Concert in 1855, Remaining in the Army he reached later on 
the rank of Major of Infantry. Being over 70 years of age he was long ago 
placed on the retired list. ; 

A detachment of the Rome garrison was ordered:to pay him thelast honours, 
and the hearse was followed on toot by a numerous crowd, including representa- 
tives of the army, civilian officials, Members of Parliament, and journalists. At 
the T. rminus, Signor A. Levi delivered an address, after which General De 
Rada bade the deceased farewell on behalf of the National Army. Signor Segr« 
belonged to a highly-placed Jewish family in the Kingdom. Elisa Segré is the 
wife of General Ottolenghi, Felice Segre was Prefect in Novara, where he sub- 
dued the rebellion last May, another Segré was Consul at Canea, and now 


occupies the same office at Serajevo, Bosma. Signor Carlo Segr¢ is Professor of |

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DR. HERZL’S MISSION TO PALESTINE. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | 


VIENNA, 207TH Novemrper, 1898, 


Peans of triumph have been sounded in certain quarters in consequence of 
the reply given by the German Emperor to the deputation led by Dr. Herzl. 
Among other arguments used has been the one that “ we are nearer the achieve. 
ment of our object than ever.” When in London recently, Dr. Herzl said: 
“To-day I tell you that I do not hold the moment as far distant, when 
the Jews will get into motion. I know well what [I say. I never spoke so 
distinctly.” And astherealisation of this prophecy we have the brief and cold reply 
of the German Emperor! Whata wide difference between the expectations 
that were so artfully aroused in the masses and the reality, as to which the 
Kaiser's reply has altered nothing! It is one of the saddest results of Dr. 
Herzl's policy that on the one hand activity in agricultural colonisation has been 
rendered impossible, and that on the other hand the easily-swayed masses have had 
their heads filled not with ideas, but with concrete expectations, for the fulfil- 
ment of which no guarantees exist. This borders on demagogy, which has 
compelled several of Dr. Herzl's friends to part company with him. 

If we ask what isthe practical outcome of the deputation, there can be only, 
one answer. It has reduced the Shekel Fund by, at least, 5,000 franes. The presence 
of the Emperor William in Palestine has not advanced the realisation of the 
Zionist Idea one iota. His Imperial Majesty did nothing for Zionism, because he 
could do nothing. He received Dr. Herzl, because a high German personage. 
who is interested in Zionism, supported the audience. The German Emperor 
too greatly values the autonomy of Turkey and the maintenance of the Sultan's 
Sovereign rights to interfere in this matter ; he would not, nor could he, ask the 
Sultan to open the gates of Palestine to an immigration ¢7 masse of Jews. Were 
the Sultan to do this on his own initiative, he would be assured of the sympa- 
thies of the Kaiser, not because he is 4 friend of Zionism, but because he seeks 
new outlets for German exports in Asia Minor and Syria, and these can only be 
found in the colonies. | 

The Kaiser has spoken, but the last word is with the Sultan. The 
individuals who fancy they know what has been going on in Constantinople are 
badly informed if they believe that the Herzl deputation was also received by 
the Sultan. This did not happen, strange as it may appear. But there a factor 
of a peculiar and special character has to be dealt with, chiefly a financial one 
viz., the Colonial Bank, | 

The most important and truest merit.of Dr. Herzl is that he gave the 
impulse to the idea of acquiring Palestine from Turkey by means of a financial 
operation. The only means thereto is the Bank. On its success everything 
depends. What has hitherto been done has been designed only for outward 
effect. Only when the Bank is proved to be a success will it be possible to com- 


“mence in earnest negotiations with the Turkish Government. One point can be 


emphasised at once. There can be no question of international guarantees. | 

Even after his audience of the Emperor, Dr. Herzl has written: “ Only 
after formal arrangements with the Turkish Government is there a prospect of 
colonisation taking a legal direction.” That is to say, that he will content him- 
self with mere arrangements with the Turkish Government, while both Con- 
gresses held the standpoint that these arrangements must be concluded and 
assured on the basis of public and legal guarantees, viz., recognition by the 
European Powers. Such a political turn should be welcomed, but if the leaders 
have arrived at the decision to be satisfied, under present conditions in Turkey, 
with an arrangement with that Government, it is improper to oppose existing 
colonisation work because it is not legally assured. | 

It is a pity that Dr. Herzl has so little respect for those ‘who. preceded 
him in the Zionist movement and for what they have achieved. And yet, 
having regard to the success of the Bank, the co-operation of all parties is 
necessary. For the negotiations that will have to be opened with the Porte 
it is requisite to have a Zionist representative at Constantinople. The person, 
who possesses the abilities for such a post, has not yet been found.

PROTEST OF THE BRITISH AMBASSADOR.

On the best authority [ am enabled to state that the new British Ambassador 


in Constantinople has handed to the Porte a very energetic protest against the 


difficulties experienced by British subjects when landing at Jaffa, In his protest 
the Ambassador pointed out that restrictive regulations against British subjects 


of whatever religion, would mean a breach of treaty, which the English Govern- 
ment could not tolerate, 7 


The Porte, in order to gain time, denied having knowledge of restrictive | 


orders with regard to British subjects, and promjsed to ask the Governor of 


Jerusalem for explanations. 


It is pretty certain that, as far as English, German and French’ Jews are 
concerned, the new regulations will have no application, and there can be no 
doubt that the American Minister in his protest will be equally successful.

HOSPITALS IN PALESTINE. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 
JERUSALEM, NOVEMBER. STII, 
The Jaffa Hospital. 

Baroness de Hirsch has consented to defray half of the expenses—up to 
£3,000—for erecting a hospital building at Jaffa, on the condition that the other 
half should be covered by general donations. The Jewish community of Jailo 
now once more appeals for donations towards the Building Fund, which should 
amount, together with the conditional, but therefore, not less generous, donation 
of the Baroness, to £6,000, 

Now that the Building Fund of the new Jerusalem Hospital, thanks to the 
generosity of our coreligionists and the zeal of the Committee, shows a p'easing 
surplus, the amount collected being double the sum required for building pur- 
poses, the attention of the generous public may be directed towards the Jaila 
Hospital, which is, at the same time, a great benefit to the Jewish colonies near 
Jaffa. 

It is true that the devoted and meritorious Committee of the new 
Jerusalem Hospital has: the noble desire of raising an Endowment Fund, 
the interest of which would enable the hospital to dispense with annual sub- 
scriptions and frequent appeals. But, as a leading man of London pointed out, 
it may prove beneficial to the administration of the new Jerusalem Hospital to 
depend upon the continual charity of the public, and, at the same time, be 
subject to the healthy control of public opinion. | 

Without, however, entering into the merits of this argument, as no one here 
could wish to see the interest taken in the new hospital lessened. I yield to the 
request of recommending the appeal of the Jatfa Hospital for a Building Fuad. 
and the appeals of the Bikkur Cholim and the Misgab Ladach Hospitals for 
stronger support than has been received of late by these two old institutions, 


The British Ophthalmic Hospital at Jerusalem. 

The deputation of the English Knights of St. John sent by the Prince of 
Wales to greet the Grerman Emperor, consisting of Viscount Templetown, 
Colonel Wyndham Murray and Mr. Leveson-Cirower, Secretary of dhe British 
Legation in Athens, took the opportunity to discuss with the British Consul here, 
as also with a delegate of the Jewish community, the question of extending the 
work and improving the arrangements of the Ophthalmic Hospital so as to cope 
with the demand and prevent complaints, Several suggestions were discussed 
which will be laid before the Committee in London, and will no doubt bead toa 
satisfactory result. 

The committee, filled by the desire that the hospital work should be con- 
ducted on perfectly unsectarian principles, will in its deliberations take into 
consideration the fact that Jews form the majority of the population in 
Jerusalem, and that the number of Jewish patients admitted should bein propor- 
tion. 

On the other hand it would be for our coreligionists in’ England to support 
this work of true humanity nore adequately than has been done hitherto, 


Departure of Colonists from Galicia to Palestine.

[FROM OUR OOBRESPONDENT. 
Tarnow, Novemper 16. 

Last Monday the Society Ahavas Zion in this town sent eleven persons 

to its colany, Machnayim, in Palestine. As one of the colonists was accom- 

anied by his father, twelve persons altogether are travelling. On the day 
before their departure a meeting took place which was attended by many 
Zionists from Lemberg and Cracow. Dr. Salz, President of the Society, 
delivered an address, in which he impressed on the colonists the 
importance of their mission. Other speakers followed, including. Herr 
Fuchs, Editor of the Mameyid. Herr Haber replied on behalf of the 
colonists. The emigrants travelled 7/4 Vienna, where they were received by 
Dr. S. R. Landau, and +d Trieste, where they were. greeted by Chief Rabbi 
Melli. At Haifa, where they will disembark, they will be received by Dr. 
Bromberg, the Director of Machnayim, and care has already been taken that no 
difficulties shall be placed in their way on landing. . 

By means of this colony, the Ahavas Zion Society has laid the foundation 
of an important work in the interests of Galician Jews, quietly and without 
publicity. The Society has recently received from the Ezra Society in Berlin a 
subvention of 1,000 marks, and has paid to Baron Edmond de Rothschild 7,000 
francs, for the land it has acquired, and on which buildings are already being 
erected.

THE VISIT OF THE GERMAN EMPEROR 


TO JERUSALEM.

JERUSALEM, StH NOVEMBER, 


Among those honoured with decorations on the occasion of the visit of the 
German Emperor and Empress to Jerusalem, three are of the Jewish commu- 
nity. The Chacham Bashi, Chief Rabbi Eljashar, received the second class of 
the Order of the Prussian Crown, corresponding to the second class of the 


Mejidie Order, which had been given to him by the Sultan. Herr Selig Hausdorf 


the oldest German Jew resident in Palestine, who has been here for 52 years, 
received the Cross of the same Order, and Dr. Wallach, like all German physi- 
cians residing in Palestine, the fourth class of the same Order. 

The Chamberlain of the Empress having expressed a desire that the German 
translation of the Hebrew ode sung by the pupils of the Jewish Orphanage 
and the Von Liimel School should be presented to the Empress, a scroll with 
the Hebrew text and the German translation written on parchment was forwarded 
through the German Consulate to the Empress. In a letter addressed to Mr. 
Ephraim Cohn, Freiberr von Mirbach tenders the cordial thanks of the Empress 
for the scroll received. 

The two pictures I send you were taken for the JEwisil CHRONICLE, at the 
time of the ceremony, by the photographers of the American colony here, The 
one shows the Jewish triumphal arch at the moment of the ceremony with the 
Empress in her carriage and the Emperor on horseback listening to the addresses 
of the Chief Rabbis. The other picture shows both Chief Rabbis and the 
members of the Committee of Reception sitting in the booth, decorated, with 
the handsome Curtains for the Ark from the synagogues. 

The imposing figure of the Chacham Bashi in his uniform and with decora- 
tion is prominent in the picture. Before him stands his Avrass for the only 
purpose of preventing (by order of his master) a photograph of the Chief Rabb; 
being taken, a task in which, however—it is needless to say-——he did not succeed, 
Next to the Chacham Bashi sits Mr. Valero, the banker, in his Turkish uniform 
with which he was honoured by the Sultan. Mr. Cohn, of the Von Liimel 
school, who sits next, looks somewhat nervous in the expectation of the part he 
is to take in the proceedings. In front of the two latter stands Dr. Wallach, 
who has come over from the other booth to salute the Chief Rabbis. The short 
venerable gentleman sitting to the right of the Chacham Bashi, but separated 
from him by a small table, on which two Torah scrolls are placed, is the Chief 
Rabbi Salant, the head of the Ashkenasim community, which numbers nearly 
;wenty thousand souls, and who is the most venerated man among the Jews in 


Palestine. Mentally he is the Rabbi Samuel of old, with the same spirit of 
peace and modesty and more tolerant yet, but physically he bears the marks of 


his advanced age, especially in the decline of his eyesight. Next to Chief Rabbi 


‘Samuel Salant sits Mr. Goldsmit, a native of Jerusalem, whose parents 


immigrated here 60 years ago from Amsterdam, the “iron character” as he is 
called, being a man of energy and'resolution. Mr. Nissim Behar, the Honorary 
Director of the Alliance School sits, for a while, on a chair outside the arch, 
exhausted with the fatigues he has undergone in his work on the committee of 
the municipality for the reception of the Emperor and Empress. Mrs. Monford, 
nve Finkelstein, succeeded in getting a good position next to Mr. Behar, and is 
seen in the picture in the act of taking notes for her future lectures or news- 
paper articles. |

EMPERORS SPEECH. 


JERUSALEM, NOVEMBER 1898, 

Dr. Herzl and his companions, Dr. Bodenheimer, Herr Wolffsohn and Dr. 
Schnirer have spent five days in Jerusalem, during which time they took pains 
to see as much, and to attract as little attention, as possible. Whilst here, Dr. 
Herzl had an interview with one of the Secretaries for Foreign Affairs in 
Berlin, Wirklicher Legationsrath Klehmet. At the German Consulate here 
nothing is known of an audience granted by the Emperor to Dr. Herzl or of a 
Jewish deputation, having, as reported by a Reuter's telegram, presented the 
Emperor with an album, containing views of the Jewish colonies in Palestine. 

It was a deputation of the German Templurs, who form a special Protestant 
Union in Wirtemberg, that presented the Emperor with an album containing 
views of their colonies in Haifa, Jaffa and Jerusalem, 

The reply of the Emperor, reported in the same telegram, was, moreover, 
addressed to German Protestants and Nov toa Jewish deputation,

A Jewish State. 
The appeal has been addressed to them, Why will you continue to suffer 
persecution and oppression in the countries of your birth? Why should you 
toil unrestingly for a mere pittance even in those countries where you suffer no 


disability? There isa land which is yours by prescriptive right, the land in’ 


which your sires dwelt of yore. Should you not strain every nerve to regain 
’ possession of that country, either by purchase or by negotiation, or by colonising 
it so extensively that it must ultimately revert to you in itsentirety? Is not the 
Holy Land the territory on which you should settle in your millions, where the 
Lord will give you rest from your sorrows and your fears, and from your hard 
bondage? And at a Congress of individuals favouring this scheme, recently 
-held at Basle, it was resolved that, as a means for securing a public legally 
assured home for the Jewish people in Palestine and Syria, a Jewish Colonial 
Bank should be founded in this city with a capital of two million pounds. 


My Attitude. 


The inquiry has been addressed to me, Why do you hold aloof from a move- 
ment charged with such great possibilities? Is it not one that should enlist 
your most ardent sympathy, that should gain your enthusiastic approval, and 
secure your heartiest co-operation? In answer to this question I deem it right 
to state, as fully as the exigencies of a pulpit discourse admit, the considerations 
which actuate my attitude and the attitude of those who think with me in the 
face of this new departure, 

In olden times, when any supreme national crisis arose, it was the practice of 
our fathers to consult the sacred volume, so that they might learn from its pages 
the duty incumbent upon them. And we are told that it was the custom to 
accost a a schoolboy fresh from his studies, and to say to him, “ Repeat 
to me thy text, the Scriptural passage, thou hast learnt in school to-day.” 
This was not done asa kind of divination. The doctors of the Talmud knew 
full well that, at a time of perplexity, the prudent schoolmaster would teach his 
young charges such Bible texts as might afford practical counsel and wise guidance. 
1 therefore ask myself, Has there ever been an agitation similar to this in Bible 
times? Undoubtedly. We are told, that when Judah had been carried away 
captive to Babylon there were those who chafed beneath the foreign yoke, who 
were restless and discontented, and ardently longed to return to their native 
land. Andsome of their leaders. both priests and prophets, counselled the 
people to revolt against their sovereign. Then did Jeremiah the Prophet address 
a letter from Jerusalem unto the residue of the elders which were carried away 
captives, and to the priests, and to the prophets, and to all the people whom 
Nebuchadnezzar had carried away captive from Jerusalem to Babylon, saying, 
‘Thus saith the Lord of Hosts, the God of Israel, unto all that are carried away 
captives. Build ye houses, and dwell in them; and plant gardens, and 
eat the fruit of them: take ye wives and beget sons and daughters; and take 
wives for your sons, and give your daughters to husbands, that they may bear 
sons and daughters, that they may be increased there and not diminished. And 
seek the peace of the city whither I have caused you to be carried away captives, 
and pray unto the Lord for it: for in the peace thereof ye shall have peace, 
For thus saith the Lord of Hosts, the God of Israel : Let not your prophets and 
your diviners, that be in the midst of you, deceive you, neither hearken to your 
dreams which ye caused to be dreamed. For they prophesy falsely unto you in 
my name; I have not sent them, saith the Lord. For thus saith the Lord, that 
after seventy years be accomplished at Babylon I[ will visit you, and perform my 
good word toward you, in causing you to return to this place. . . . Then 
ve shall seek me, and find me, when ye shall search for me with all your heart. 
And I will be found of you, saith the Lord: and I will turn away your captivity, 
and [ will gather you from all the nations and from all the places whither I have 
driven you, saith the Lord ; and [ will bring you again into the place whence I 
have caused you to be carried away captive.” (Jeremiah xxix., 1-14.) 


Political Zionism. 

A somewhat lengthy text, but one strikingly appropriate to the agitation 
that has been fanned by the two Basle Congresses. [ maintain that, if in the 
case of the Babylonian Captivity, the termination of which was in sight, the 
Israelites were bidden to eschew unrest and to await quietly their ultimate 
restoration, how much more neédful is it that we should avoid all precipitate 
action at the present day, when there is no sign whatever of our hoped-for 
redemption, no premonition of the promised ingathering. My brethren, I view 
the present movement with unfeigned concern, because I regard it as opposed to 
the teaching of Judaism, as impolitic, aye, as charged with grave peril. | do not 
identify this movement with Zionism. This agitation has its rise from a brochure 
published by Dr. Herz! two years ago, entitled * The Jewish State : an Endeavour 
tor the Modern Solution of the Jewish Question.” In this pamphlet the author, 
prompted by sentiments of mingled indignation and pity for the degraded con- 
dition of his fellow religionists in many lands, proposed that a Jewish State 
should be formed, which should serve as a refuge for the victims of intolerance 
and hostility, a State that should lift its voice with dignity and potency against 
the malice and hatred of which our race is still, unhappily, the victim. The 
author left it an open question whether Palestine or Argentina should be the 
country selected tor the establishment of this State—(p. 29, “ Palestine or 
Argentina”). But learning that Palestine was the only country which would 
evoke a responsive thrill from Jewish hearts, Dr. Herzl and the adherents to his 
scheme fixed upon, that land as the proposed seat of the new Hebrew polity. 
Hence, I contend, that it would be incorrect to describe this plan as Zionism, 

ure and simple. It should be labelled Political, Secular, or Basle Congress 
ionism. I cannot hallow it with the title of Religious Zionism. 


Religious Zionism. 


Every believing and conforming Israelite must be a Zionist. His heart | 


cannot fail to beat with love and reverence for Zion. Zion, the land of our 
glory and humiliation, where the Patriarchs proclaimed their belief in the One 
true God to a world shrouded in the darkness of idol worship, where pious minstrels 
sang the hymns which have become the world's treasury of sacred song, where 
inspired seers pronounced the Divine doom of cruelty and injustice.

alike his duty and his privilege to be a lover of Zion and to seek 
the welfare of its indwellers. We all deem it a highly meritorious act to 

romote the colonisation of the Land of Israel with care and circumspection. 

e regard as most salutary the endeavour to induce capable men to adopt 
agriculture as a means of livelihood. We shall all rejoice if that goodly land, 
once flowing with milk and honey, a diamond in the desert, a palmgrove 
islanded ‘mid the waste, would regain at least a portion of its former productive- 
ness. But our objections to Political Zionism are based upon the fact that it is 
claimed to constitute a solution of the Jewish Question. 


Political Zionism not a Solution of the Jewish Question, 


In making this statement I am not guilty of a misrepresentation. This is 
the gist of the movement. In the placard inviting the East End Jewish popu- 
lation to the demonstration recently held in honour of the propounder of the 
plan, the Judaeo-German words appear : “ Die jiidische Frage muss gelési werden, 
Die Erlisung (sie!) ist schon nicht weit. “The Jewish question must be solved. 
The redemption (probably only solution was meant) is already not distant.” These 
sanguine anticipations we do not share. It has been A that the 
Jews throughout the world should acquire Palestine from Turkey, they payin 
tribute to that Empire and enjoying its protection under the joint guarantee o 
the European Powers. Now, granted that such an enterprise could be carried 
out, of what possible benefit would it be to our oppressed brethren? What 
authority, what influence could such a state exercise in the Areopagus of nations, 
possessed, as it would be, neither of an army nor a navy? Would an autocrat or 
his minister pay any heed to an envoy from Palestine, remonstrating with him 
for his unfriendly acts towards Jews residing in his empire ? 


Colonization not a Solution. 


Nor can the proposed colonization on an ambitious scale be pronounced a 
solution of the Jewish Question. Several settlements have been effected in the 
Holy Land, thanks to the untiring efforts of an honoured philanthropist, who 
has given to this pious object unstintingly, not only his gold, but his devoted 
energy, thanks also to the exertions of several branches of the Chovevi Zion 
Association. The reports touching the success of these several colonies are 
somewhat conflicting. It is claimed but for a very small number of them that 
they are entirely self-supporting. Their prosperity is retarded by many 
obstacles, mainly the difficulty of disposing readily of the produce of the settle- 
ments. In the whole of Syria and Palestine there is not one available harbour. 
The country is intersected by but few roads, railways and bridges. We are told 
that the new Zionist movement is calculated to meet all these defects. One of 
the purposes of the Jewish Colonial Bank, which it is intended to found here, is 
the acquisition of concessions for the construction of roads, harbour works, mines 
and trade monopolies in the East. Now I gratefully acknowledge that 
the Ottoman Empire has always accorded a full measure of _ protection 
to its Israelitish subjects. But at the same time it must. be conceded that its 
methods of administration do not uniformly correspond to our Western con- 
ceptions of wisdom and efficiency. To give but one illustration. For many a 
weary year an English Committee has been endeavouring to introduce an 
imperatively needed system of water supply into Jerusalem: but so many 
obstacles have been interposed that the project has had to be abandoned. We 
should greatly rejoice, if capitalists here and elsewhere would devote their 
superabundant wealth to the various industrial enterprises and works needed in 
Palestine. But we cannot approve of our toiling brethren being asked to place 
their hard-earned savings in a Jewish Colonial Bank, when there is no guarantee 
whatever that their investments can prove remunerative. We view the proposed 
blending of sentiment and finance with profound concern, For experience 
teaches that. this ill-assorted union may lead to disaster. Nor can we deem it a 
kindness to tantalise these trustful people with illusory hopes of their settling 
in a country where they will all enjoy independence, prosperity and security. 


‘Assuming that the leaders of the agitation will acquire possession of Palestine, 


who are the persons that would migrate? Not the thriving inhabitants of 
Western Europe and of the United States, but the unfortunate starvelings that 
pine in the Russian Pale of settlement, and the hapless beggars that crowd the 
Galician villages. They will sell their all, hoping to enter a Land of Promise ; 
for surely the heads of the movement will not inaugurate their administration 
by issuing a decree on the lines of the threatened Pauper Alien Bill, 

- But is there any probability that the Porte will grant, or that it will be 
permitted to grant, possession of the Holy Land to our people? Is it not 
apprehended that the very commencement of this agitation has been followed 
by irksome consequences? Immigration on the smallest scale has been arrested. 
Even English Jews are not allowed to settle permanently in Palestine or to 
acquire real property there. . | | 

But we are met with the taunt, It is no wonder that you deprecate the pro- 
osed establishment of a Jewish State, you who dwell in peace and comfort on 
British soil without one to molest you or make you afraid. But what solution 
of the Jewish Question do you propose? Whence shall help come to those 
millions who have to submit to social ostracism and degrading restrictions in 
every relation of life? Brethren, we need not quail before this taunt. I may 
claim for the Jews of England that they have never turned a deaf ear to the 


pv of their afflicted brethren. We, together with the Jews of the United | 


tates, have striven manfully to provide a refuge, as far as in our power lay, for 
the stricken fugitives from the North. And when we refuse our co-operation to 
the project that has now been formulated it is not from lack of sympathy, but 
because we regard it as impracticable, as inoperative, as fraught with peril, as 
calculated to revive the false charges of incivism and lack of cg | to our 
native country or the land of our adoption, and finally as opp» to the 
teachings of Judaism.’ 


Zionism in our Liturgy. . 


For there is yet another challenge we have to meet. We are asked, If you 
then refuse to lend your aid to the re-establishment of a Jewish State, if you 
discountenance the settlement of Jews by their millions in the Holy Land, how 


can you consistently retain the various passages in our Liturgy relating to our 


restoration ? How can you pray, as you did this day, “ May it be Thy will, O 
Lord our God, and the God of our fathers, to lead us up in joy unto our land, and 


to plant us within our borders,” while you discourage a movement calculated to | 


hasten this consummation? To this I rejoin, It is not declared in the prophetic 
books that our return to Palestine is to be accomplished by our instrumentality 
and at the period we desire. It is distinctly announced, that our redemption is 
to be effected by Divine interposition at such time as seemeth good in God's 
sight, when it pleases Him to send the Messiah, and when the nations of the world 
shall with one accord unite and help Israel toreturn to the land of their fathers. 
Is there any indication of the Messianic advent at the present time ? 


Political Zionism and the Teachings of Judaism, 


Nay, more. We are especially warned against adopting any precipitate steps 
for effecting this. “I, the Lord, will hasten it in its time,’ Isaiah announces in 
the name ot the Lord. “I charge ye, O ye daughters of Jerusalem, that ye stir 
not up nor awaken his love until he pleases,” says the Song of Songs. An 
ancient Rabbi comments on this verse,“ The Lord has conjured Israel not to 
seek to hasten the redemption before the appointed time.” [ will forbear from 
multiplying quotations, and will only cite the statements made on the subject by 
the Principal of Jews’ College in his work on the Jewish Religion. (p. 61.) “ The 
hopes with which our religion inspires us can never lead us to intrigues, political 
combinations, insurrections, or warfare for the purpose of regaining Palestine 
and appointing a Jewish Government, On the contrary, our religion teaches us 
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to seek the welfare of those nations in whose midst we live, and to _conscien- 
tiously take part in the work for their national progress and prosperity, whilst 
patiently waiting for the miraculous fulfilment of the prophecies. Even if a 
band of adventurers were to succeed in reconquering Palestine for the Jews by 
means of arms, or re-acquiring the Holy Land by purchasing it from the present 
owners, we should not see in such an event the consummation of our hopes. 


The Ideals of Religious Zionism. 


This is the line of action to which the leaders of Israel have at all times and 
in all ages adhered. We have in former days been visited by sore affliction, 
but the only persons who have proposed the nostrum of establishing a Jewish 
State have been men like the adherents of that arch-impostor Sabbatai Aevl. 
No man has ever lived fired-with a more ardent love for Zion than Sir Moses 
Montefiore. Again and again he pleaded on behalf of his sorrow-stricken 
brethren before the rulers of Turkey, Russia, Roumania, and Morocco. Seven 
times he journeyed to the Holy Land, his heart yearning to ameliorate the 
condition of its indwellers. If ever there was one who, by his commanding 
influence, might have hoped to regain possession of the land of his fathers 1t 
was he. But he was not the man to embark on an enterprise so impolitic and 
chimerical. T would ask you to be quickened by the religious Zionism that 
inspired him, that has burnt in the hearts of all true Israelites. Religious Zion- 
ism urges you, whilst devoting your fullest energy to the service of your country 
and your community, to labour also for the welfare of the indwellers of the Holy 
Land, to aid in extirpating pauperism, banishing ignorance, and alleviating sick- 
ness. Religious Zionism urges you to labour for the advent of the Messianic times 
by seeking to discard every racial fault, by endeavouring to realise the high 
ideals which our religion sets before us. For the divine promisé has been held 
out to us, “ When ye shall seek Me and find. Me, when ye shall search for Me 
with all your heart, then [ will be found of you, saith the Lord; and I will turn 
away your captivity, and [ will gather you from all the places whither I have 
driven you, saith the Lord ; and I will bring you again into the place whence I 
caused you to be carried away captive.’—Amen. 


THE ZIONIST MOVEMENT. 


Views of Dr. Hildesheimer, Berlin. 

The Berlin correspondent of the Du//y Mui] telegraphed on Sunday :— 

The Zionist movement, as represented by Dr. Herzl, has only a small 
following in this country. The sister Society, however, which is entirely 
uupolitical, and has for its object to provide maintenance for poor Jews by 
settling them in Palestine and encouraging agricultural pursuits there, is very 
largely and intluentially represented in Germany. [have seen the Rabbi, Dr. 
Hildesheimer, the founder and leader of the movement in Germany, and the 
represcntative for Germany ou the International Committee for sending Jews 
as colonists to Palestine. He remarked that the fact that the Kaiser received a 
Jewish deputation is in itself a historical event of the first magnitude. He sees, 
further, im the Kaiser's reply to the deputation great encouragement for the 
reneral colonising movement. as his Majesty stated so clearly his benevolent 
Interest in the efforts. for the improvement of agriculture and industry in 
Palestine. The Raibbiis of opinion that the Kaiser's decisive reference to the 
iecessity of respecting the sovereignty of the Sultan will retard rather than 
promote the endeavours of the Zionists to create a new Jewish State in 
Palestine. His Majesty's promised protection of the movement for developing 
the resources of Palestine by encouraging the settlement of Jews to till the Hand 
is. Dr. Hildesheimer considers, of vast, even startling, importance.

BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


On Wednesday last, a meeting of the Board of Deputies was held at the 
Vestry Room of the Spanish and Portuguese Synagogue, Bevis Marks. There 
were present: Sir J. Senag Monvrevtore, President, in the chair; Dr. Fried- 
linder, Messrs. D. L. Alexandef, Q.C., Manuel ‘Castello, Henry Davis, Ellis A. 
Franklin, D. Q. Henriques, H. 8. Q. Henriques, Daniel Jacobs, Maurice Jacobs, 
D. Josephs, Gustave K oppenhagen, Abraham Levy. Joshua M. Levy, J. L.. Lyons, 
Abraham Mocatta, Joseph Prag, Oswald J. Simon, Gustav Tuck, and E. P. 
Vallentine. 

A letter of acknowledgment was read from the Princess of Wales, in reply 
to the vote of condolence transmitted to her by the Board and the Anglo-Jewis 
Association, on the death of her mother. 

The Board considered a complaint received from Manchester that as it 
was the practice of Registrars in that city to close their offices at 3 o'clock on 
Fridays, Jews were often unable to obtain until the following Sunday a burial 
certificate in those instances where a death had occurred on Friday evening. 

The Sonicircr and Secrerary stated that if notice of death were lodged 
at the office of the Registrar on Friday he was compelled to give or send on the 
following day to the person notifying the death a burial certificate. 

It was resolved, on the motion of Mr. AnratiAmM Levy, seconded by Mr. 
Henry Davis, that a notice should be sent to all the provincial congregations 


informing them of this provision. It was referred to the Law and Parlia- 


mentary Committee to prepare the notice and take the necessary steps for its 
circulation. 


The SoLiciroR AND SECRETARY reported that he had communicated with 


the Registrar-General as to whether a marriage would be legal if solemnised in | 


a building not certified for marriages, but in the pene of a duly certified 
Secretary for marriage registration purposes. The Registrar-General had 
informed him that such a marriage would be quite legal. | 
It was also reported that several complaints had again been made to the 
Board of the inefficiency of the Interpreters practising at the Kast End Courts. 
Mr. D. L. ALEXANDER, Q.C., said that he had recently had a long interview 
with Mr. Muir Mackenzie on the subject, and that interview was of a highly 


satisfactory nature. He hoped soon to be able to make a more definite com- 
munication to the Board. 


Cohanim as Jurymen. | 

A letter was read from Mr. Frederick Shiers, who asked the Board to inter- 
cede on his behalf with the Coroner at the Manchester City Coroners’ Court, 
who had refused to regard his religious scruples as a‘ Cohen ” against viewing a 
dead body. 

The Ci vrrMAN said he had written to Mr. Smelt, the Coroner, on the subject, 
but had up to the present received no reply. 

Mr. Ei.is A. FRANKLIN said that he considered ‘it gross insolence on the 
part of the Manchester Coroner to attempt ‘to thrust upon Jews his own version 
of the Jewish Law. A somewhat similar case had occurred in London some time 
ago, Where a “ Cohen” had been fined by a Coroner for refusing to view a corpse. 
He had an interview with the Coroner (Mr. Wynne Baxter) who, immediately 
the facts were explained to him, said he would not insist upon a course which 
would involve upon Jewish jurymen a breach of their religious laws. The attitude 
that had been adopted by the Coroner at Manchester raised a serious question, 
and he hoped the Board would not allow it to pass unnoticed. 

It was resolved that the matter should be further discussed at the next 


meeting of the Board, and that in the meantime the subject should be considered 
by the Law and Parliamentary Committee. 


East London Jewish Communal League.—The Rev. S. Levy, B.A., 
lectured before the members of the League on Sunday evening last, on * The 
Poetry of the Agada.” The Rev. J. F. Stern, who occupied the chair, in 
introducing the lecturer, congratulated him on his re-election as Minister of the 
New Synagogue, the members of which, he felt, had vindicated the honour 
of their congregation in recalling Mr. Levy to the synagogue. The lecturer said 
that the Poetry of the Agada was preserved in four forms: the Tephillah, the 
Berachah, the Shir and the Mashal. The four collects offered up by the High 
Priest on the Day of Atonement were quoted as examples of the first form. 
The songs in connection with the solemnities of the Feast of Tabernacles, and 
the fifteenth Day of Ab, were given as instances of the Shir preserved in the 
Agada, A distinction was drawn between the different interpretations of 
Mashal as proverb, fable and parable. Many of the illustrations were in verse, 
some of them being original renderings by the lecturer. After the lecture, which 
was followed by a number of questions readily answered by the lecturer, a hearty 
vote of thanks was accorded to Mr. Levy, whose lecture, the Chairman said, 


was as bright and entertaining in manner as it was scholarly in its treatment of 
the subject dealt with.

Zionism. gogue, which we publish in another column, was a 


weighty deliverance, invested with all the importance 
and influence which attach to his sacred office and his foremost p sition in 
the community. In thus stepping forward, the Chief Rabbi has given a 
strong and welcome “lead,” to those who look to him for guidance on what 
is a spiritual or quasi-spiritual question, though, in sober truth, it is often 
difficult to realise what are the precise claims of the Zionists to support. There 
is a strange confusion of watchwords which perplexes one. The Political 
Zionists should choose under which flag they are going to march. Is their 
purpose a religious purpose ; has it a religious sanction; did its glamour 
as an imminent fulfilment of scriptaral prophecy capture the heart of 
some Orthodox Rabbis and attract the cyes of the civic outcasts of Itussia and 
Roumania to Basle? If this political scheme has indeed this religious leaven, 
then the mockery with which Dr. Herz] stripped the movement of this ‘‘sanction” 
in his speech in London is laying up a store of bitter dis-illusionment 
for the pious among his followers. More than that, as Dr, Adler forcibly 
urged, the whole movement would run counter to the very essence of the 
Jewish faith. Butif Zionists ask us to judge their scheme as a great political

Yet, with the passing of the first flash of enthusiasm we 
find that the reports which reached [cagland are painfully inaccurate, 
The album given to the Emperor contained, it is true, views of agricul- 
tural colonies, but the depatation which presented it consisted of German 
Protestants, not Jews, and furthermore, the reply of the Emperor which the 
Zionists eagerly seized upon as addressed to themselves was meant for these 
same German Protestants: and ‘the benevolent interest’ of which the 


Kairer spoke was an interest in German colonial enterprise and not in 


Zionist schemes. [t isextremely regrettable that all these captivating incidents 


should have beon allowed t» delude the Zionists at home, who are fascinated 


by these meetings and Imperial speeches, and led into mistaken 
aims and false hopes. Indeed, there is a passion for showy display in the 
whole movement which lends it anything but an appearance of dignity. There 
is too much standing in the limelight, to much hurrying up and down the 
highways and bye-ways of the world, whispering in an Imperial ear here 


tugging at a royal garment there, and shonting from the house-tops tales 


of conquest and the tidings of victory. Enthusiasm is overlaid 
with histrionics and religion blended. with finance. Let Political 


Zionists strive their utmost, as they are entitled, to realise their purposes ; we 
only suggest that the abandonment of mere ostentation and the resort to the 
quiet paths of peacefal effort is more likely to win support in England, and is 
more conducive to the dignity of their own movement and of the community 
at large.

The into the Dreyfus mystery still continues ; there is still 
Progress of a simmering agitation, intensified by an occasional 
Revision. seizure of documents here and there, the long row of 


witnesses still files into Court, and, to the infinite chagria 
of the five ex-War Ministers, the inquiry still goes forward, even though they 
have already given their testimony. The first instalment of the much-trumpeted 
\sterhazy volume has seen the light, and, as was to be expected, has failed to 
produce even the slightest flutter. The ex-Major who continues to fight 
shy of Paris, no doubt because there 13 no material for his valour in the 
shape of Uhlans to lead, or Jews to shoot, has put off the expectant world 
with merely another flood of braggadocio and abuse. We are very much 
afraid that his remaining ‘ revelations” will reveal nothing, because the 
Major is too “cute” to throw away at one fell fling a perennial 
sourre of money making. We are equally afraid that when the 
threatened revelations are launched upon the world they will remain 
uiterly unheeded, for who can believe a man who has coiled himself about in 
falsehood till the whole man seems compact of lies. There are severa} 
other facts worthy of note in the present condition of this melancholy busi- 
ness. ‘The first is that in spite of expectations Colonel Picquart is not yet 
released. The second is that the paper of M. Trouillot, the Colonial 
Minister in the Brisson Cabinet, states specifically that every document 
connected with the Dreyfus case in the hands of the military 
authorities .was submitted to the consideration of himself and his 
fellow Ministers, and not one of them contained proof of Dreyfus’s guilt. 
Furthermore, the paper which is called the ‘ ultra-secret” or diplomatic ” 


then they have utterly failed to demonstrate _ 
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dossier is purely imaginary and does not exist at all. The /berté confirms 
this assertion of M. Trouillot on the authority of “a high political personage.” 
In a word, the mysterious collection of documents which has so long been a 


complete myth. Ether assumption brands the’ Dreyfus conviction as 
an inhuman crime. Meanwhile those who would penetrate the inner 
meaning of the whole unsavoury ‘affaire” cannot do better than turn 
to the almost ghastly pages of M. Gohier’s Look * The Army ve sus the 
Nation.” In the pages of this work will be found painful, almost staggering, 
revelations of the calibre of the men to whose hands the sacred cause of 
justice was committed and who were called upon to decide between right and 
wrong in this unbappy Dreyfus trouble. They explain much in its subsequent 
developments. 


A correspondent once more calls attention to the 
Rents iin serious condition of things which has arisen in the 
the East End’ in connection with the great rent problem. 


East End. .§ The evil of a congested population has produced 
results which were economically certain to follow, and are none the less dis- 
tressing and perplexing. Our correspondents distribute their censure impar- 


tially. [tis not only the landlords they accuse of exploiting the poor for 
their own base and greedy purposes: a ‘certain class of solicitors” are 


also attacked for helping to promote that free dealing in property which is 
the best cure for the evil. Our correspondent this week also points ont 
that the tenants themselves are bitten with the rent-greed and sub-let at 
fancy figures, aggravating the over-crowding. Unquestionably, this must 
be true to a large extent, though it is possible that in many cases rooms 
are sub-let to eke out the excessive rent which competition enables the 
landlord to command; and if so, it is an instance of the way in which con- 


gested population and extortionate rents act and re-act on one another. The 


fact that people are willing to pay exorbitant sums for the fraction of a roof 
shews that the bargain they make, hard as it is to them, is preferable in their 
opinion to going elsewhere for the shelter that costs them so dear. But the im- 
morality of taki: g advantage of the dire necessities of the poor is unquestionable. 
Our correspondent gives examples of cases in which the first tenant, by 
cramming his house with several families, not.only manages to live rent free, 
but actually nets a profit on the arrangement. Side by side with this, there 
has gone on an extensive development of the principle of key-money or the 
payment for the mere privilege of living ia a certain neighbourhood and 
handing rent toa certain landlord. This premium is now wrung not only 
from tenants, but from lodgers too. And so the health of great masses of 
human beings is being gambled with and made a counter in the farious game 
of fortune-hunting. 


The community cannot remain blind to what is going 

Our on under its veryeyes. In the East End, Jews, fleeing 
East End from worse evils but without adequate knowledge of the 
‘** Pale.” other refuges open to them, have themselves created of 


their own free will a veritable Pale of Settlement ; they 
have voluntarily huddled together, and raised up from sheer force of ingrained 
habit Ghetto gates none the less real because invisible. They have not here 
the excuse of autocratic tyranny or alien compulsion, and we must, therefore, 
help them in order that the deadly conditions of the foreign Ghetto are not 
reproduced in the free atmosphere of England. Have we yet done all that is 
possible in mitigation of the trouble? There are manifold difficulties. First 
comes the high and increasing price of land. ‘Then there is the concentration 
of poor Jews in certain trades, of which the East End is the home—a_ fact 
- which prevents their dispersion abroad, and makes them clamorous and eager 
to pay high rents. But even granted both these two facts, it is incontest- 
able that we have not done all that is possible to wrestle with the evil, 
and the community is not sufficiently alive to its extreme 
seriousness. The one real effort that has been rade was by the Four Per Cent. 
Dwellings Company, but the experiment cannot be said to have accomplished 
all that was expected of it. Take this one objection to its working, for 
example. It is obvious that an enterprise of this nature must rely to a large 
extent on prompt and regular payments of rent. But there is always in the 
East End, as elsewhere, a Hoating population of “out of works,” or casaal) y 
employed and even thriftless men who are entirely unequal to this regularity 
of payment. According to a correspondent, too, even in this Company's 
dwellings a system of payment of premiums has grown up, which seems alien 
to the objects of the Company and deserving of carefal investigation. The 
premiums, if paid at all, should go to the provision of new buildings. 


What then is to be done? ‘The first thing is 
The obviously, to wean Hast End Jews from their present 
Remedies, occupations, which keep them pinned down. to thie 
stricken localities and render impossible their 
emancipation from the earlier settlers, Christian or Jewish, who 
have become owners of land. To a certain extent this is boing 
accomplished by the apprenticing system of the Board of Guardians, 


But the resources of the Board are severely strained and the process 
must necessarily be slow and gradual. In the next place we must 


endeavour, by all the means in our power, to lure those who can go from 
stumbling block: has either been destroyed or was, from the start, a 7 


the magnetic centre of the East End. Not all are the bond-slayes of their work, 
and there must be means of tempting these further afield and so mitigating to 
some extent the severity of the congestion. There is, to be sure, the scheme of 
Miss Octavia Hill for buying up houses and lettiag them to tenants at reasonable 
terms, a scheme to which we have more than once referred, and from which 
some advantage might possibly be derived. And there is another way of 
attacking the whole difficulty. The communal conscience has been much 
troubled with the great East Hod Scheme, which was to draw upon our 
resources to the extent of many thonsands of pounds for its comprehensive 
purposes. Why not take, say £10,000 of all this proposed expenditure, buy 
up land at its market value, and build dwellings for the poor which can 
be let to them on moderate terms. After all, the most crying of all the evils 
with which the great Scheme was intended to deal was the housing question, 
and the proposal we have made has the merit of even rendering unnecessary 
the ‘* personal service” for which we have clamoured so frequently, and which 
the community is so loth to afford. However, we only throw this out as a 
suggestion, There may or may not be better methods of attacking the 
terrible evil complained of. If so, they should be produced and discussed, so 
that the community should be reseued from a condition which cannot continue 
without the gravest detriment to the health and future of some of its 
members and to its good name collectively.

The Truth about Thompson, to which we refer io another colamn, is 
Russian evidence that interestin the domestic alfairs of the great 
Persecution. State which presses with increasing weight on the 
flanks of Western Europe, and is stretching its arms 

into the heart of China, is unabated. Whether such works as these really 
achieve the aim they set before themselves, and hasten the era of liberal 
institutions 1a Russia. is a legitiatate matter for discussion. The Slavophi] 
conservative spirit which is still rampant in the country and found 
such bitter expression in M, Pobiedonostzeff’s political  disquisitions 
(recently transiated into Knglish) is certainly not to be coereed—possibly 
is only strengthencd—by the criticisms of Western nations. How- 
ever that be, Mr. Thompson certainly seems to have laid his finger on 
the sore spot in the Russian political system. It is a fact that Rassia— 
ruler and peopie—is a slave, bound hand and foot at the mercy of a corrupt 
and unscrupulous bureaucracy. ** Russia is governed by ten thousand stolo- 
nachalniks ’ (head-clerks) cried the first Nicholas in despair; and under 
Nicholas Il. the same state of things is exactly reproduced. There is no 
autucracy in Russia save the autocracy of the corrupt and grasping officials. 
The Tsars songht to make them the buttress of their position ; from fear of 
weakening their hands they have fel their greed for power until their strength 
practically overshadows that of any other authority in the realm. The 
Emperor himse:{ dare not attack them for fear of himself being dragged 
down in the general crash. In drawing attention to this anholy alliance 
betweea absolutisa and corrapt olficialdom, Mr. Thompson is performing an 


important service, at the same time that he lets in a gleam of hope of 


Jewish despair. The reign of the bureaucracy keeps the Tsar in ignorance, 
and holds peasant and religious dissenter in bondage. The Jew, too, is a 
victim to their merciless despotism. In this way his hopes are largely 
bound up with the fature of the State. The inevitable day which witnesses 
the destruction of this tyranny may also bring the dawn of Jewish freedom 
in Russia. May we not hope that the recent modification of the May Laws 
is an act of Imperial self-assertion against bureaucratic tyranny, and the 
beginning of a new era for the sorely tried Jews of Russia ? 


Mr. Claude Mr. Claude Montefiore in his unfailing zeal once more 
Montefiore pleaded last week the cause of the Anglo-Jewish 
and the Association of which he is the President. In the 
Anglo-Jewish calm and dispassionat: address which he delivered to 
Association. the members of the North London Jewish Union, 
he set out the merits of the institution with convincing 

force and lucidity. It is not only because of the splendid educational work 
it is doing in th: Hast and elsewhere, it is not only because of the numerous 
occasions on which it has successfully intervened to restrict the area of oppres- 
sion and nip in the bud some renewed attempt at persecution, that the 
Association claims the support of English Jews. Th» Association has, in 
addition, one characteristic which distinguishes it from every other 
Jewish institution in England; it is the one solitary organisation 
amongst us, based upon the racial and religious kinship of Jews throughout 
the world. It is at once the symbol and the instrument of Jewish brother- 
hood ; nay more, it is as the Rev. Mr. Hyamson said, peculiarly Jewish 
in its aims, in its objects, and, alas, in the pressing necessity for 
its existence. Yet it is panful to contemplate the scant support 
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accorded to it. For the ensuing year a deficit of over a thousand 
pounds is expected—a state of things which cruelly hampers the Council 
and leaves its work grievously incomplete and unfinished. That such a 
difference between income and expenditure should be possible, is easily 
conceivable when one remembers that out of all the many thousands of Jews 
in easy positions in this centre of the Empire, barely 600 subscribers 
can be found to the funds of the Association. This is a deplorable 
and discreditable condition of things, which almost seems to justify 
the taunt that English Jews have grown too sleek and _ prosperous 
under the tolerant English sway to stir a hand in aid of their 
oppressed fellows in other lands. Yet it would not be a difficult task to roll 
away the reproach that thus lies upon us. A combined and resolute effort— 
say, in the North of London, which was the scene of Mr. Montefiore’s speech 
and where so much Jewish capability and resource is lying fallow— 
might go far this direction. In any case, we hope to 
see a speedy revival of interest in this important institution, as much because 
the semi-starvation in which it is kept is calculated to discredit us-in the eyes 
of our Gentile neighbours, as because, in the words of Mr. Oswald Simon, “ it 
is the bounden duty of those who are free to help, with all their power, their 
brethren who are not.” 


‘Another Riot at the Vienna University. 

On Saturday last, another fight between German National and Jewish 
National students took place at the University of Vienna. The latter, whoagain 
appeared with their caps on their heads, attacked the former. who were beaten and 
kicked out of the Aula. The Rector again came on the scene, and the police cleared 
the University. Two students were arrested. The Rector has forbidden the 
Jewish National students to wear their caps within the precincts of the 
University. ‘They are, however, permitted to display their sashes.

Terrible Fire in Jassy. 


On ‘Tuesday night, a terrible fire broke out at Jassy (Roumania), in the 
Anastasie Panu Street, which is situated in the Jewish Quarter. Before the 
Fire Brigade arrived (three-quarters of an hour after the conflagration began) 
the whole street was destroyed, damage being done to the extent of 150,000 lel, 
The fire has caused the most wide-spread misery among the inhabitants who are 
mostly poor Jews. Just as eight persons, through,.curiosity, went into one of 
the rooms of the burnt-out houses, the chimuey crashed down burying them 
beneath the debris. After an hours work five persons were dragged out seriously 
injured, but three yang Jewesses were already dead. | | |

THE WEEK IN PARIS. 


| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT, | 
PARis, WEDNESDAY. 

This has been an extremely busy week for the judges of the Court of 
Appeal, who have been working on an average ten hours a day. The minute 
investigations which the ramifications of the Dreyfus question render necessary, 
and the immense amount of detailed work in reports, examinations, and what 
not, which these investigations involve, are being conducted with a thoroughness 
which do every honour to the members of the Supreme Court, and will endure 
as a proof to Frenchmen of future generations of the conscientiousness of the 
highest law court of their country, in which they will, at all events, be enabled 
to have faith, whatever want of it they may feel in other legal or semi-legal 
institutions. | 
It is, of course, impossible to give my readers, at the present stage of pro- 
ceedings, any trustworthy account of the facts that have transpired before the 
Court at the examinations of the various witnesses who have been heard, but one 
or two rumours of the evidence have circulated and been seized upon with 


avidity by the papers during the week, which are at all events worth mentioning, 


and may, of course, be true, although the truth of them cannot be vouched for 
with any certainty. Perhaps the most import of these rumours refers to the 
evidence of General Mercier. I need not remind the readers of the JEW#si 
CHRONICLE of the important part played by General Mercier in the original 
Court-Martial held upon Alfred Dreyfus in 1804, of which he was President. 
Nor need I, no doubt, recall the unpleasant suggestions which have 
been rife ever since that trial, of the withholding from the defence of important 
secret evidence, upon which the verdict of the Court-Martial was mainly based. 
It would now appear that in spite of General Mercier’s indignant asseverations 
to the contrary in the newspapers, he was unable, in answer to the pressing 
questions of the Judges, to deny having withheld this evidence, merely refusing 
toreply to the question whether he had done so, If this be the fact—and I am 
not putting it forward as anything but a rumour for the moment—the permission 
which General Mercier is said to have received from the present Cabinet to 
consider himself absolved from professional seerecy on the subject, puts a 
very grave complexion upon the General's refusal to answer the Appeal 
Court's question, and, in fact, renders that refusal a tacit admittal of a very 
serious offence. 

Extraordinary rumours have been current as to M. Cavaignac’s attitude 
before the Appeal Court. The Sv/r, avery unreliable journal asa rule, asserts 
that M. Cavaignac offered to state what he knew of the Doxsser Secret, imposing, 
however, as a preliminary condition, that the Court should not divulge his 
evidence! M. Loew, the President of the Court, refused, says the Sor, to give 
any such undertaking. There can be little doubt that the Cour de Cassation 
will be able to gain access to the Dossver Secret, if such a dossier exist at all, 
and be not a mere invention to frighten timid folk.. 

In the Chamber of Deputies there have been two very excited sittings in 
the course of the week, at the former of which, that of last Thursday after- 
noon, M. Lasies, the anti-Semite Deputy of whom [ have had occasion to speak 
several times in this place, behaved in a more shameless and disgraceful manner 
than even he has ever done before, calling upon himself, not only the reproval 
of the President, but as a climax the reprobation of the Chamber in a body, and 
the almost unanimous rejection of his interpellation. 

One remark of M. Lasies, made, I hope, in the excitement of the moment, 
is worth recalling, if only to show to such of my English readers as may be 
disposed to look upon the warning‘at the end of my last weeks letter as of an 
unnecessarily alarmist nature, how serious the situation of the Jews in France 
may readily become at any moment, “ Your friends have just assassinated a 
man in Algiers,’ cried M, Guieysse to M. Lasies, who had launched an accusation 
against the Government of “supporting a state of anarchy in France.’ “We 
are resolved to free the country from the Jews and care nothing for the means 
by which we do so!” was the answer of the anti-Semite Deputy, whose violence 


makes him little less dangerous than the crazy boy of five and twenty—Max _ 


Régis—who has recently been elected Mayor of Algiers. 

The other motion in the Chamber which gaverise to some little excitement. 
though, owing to its very absurdity, to far less tumult than the interpellation of 
M. Lasies, was the indictment of the late Government (that of M. Brisson) for 
its conduct of affairs, or rather of the affair, while in power. This indictment 
was naturally not even listened to, - 

Those readers of the JEwist!i CHRONICLE who have followed the Dreyfus 
Case from the beginning will remember, no doubt, the case of M. Forzinetti, the 


former Governor of the Cherche Midi prison, who was dismissed the service for 


having openly declared his convictions as to the innocence of Dreyfus, His 


dismissal was mainly due to the commotion raised around his name by M. 


Rochefort, who declared in the /ntransigeant of October 31st, 1897, that M 
Forzinetti had called upon him and attempted to buy his adhesion to the Dreyfus 
cause. Ridiculous though M. Rochefort’s protest in the character of an injured 
innocent appeared to all and sundry, and in spite of M. Forzinetti’s categorical 
denial of any such visit having been made by him, he was recalled from his 
position, It is therefore with great pleasure that I read in yesterday’s papers 
of his entry into the service of the Prince of Monaco, with whom he is to 
occupy the high position of Finance Minister, a position of confidence which 
de we may hope, be a preliminary to reparation by his own countrymen 
ater on. 

Opinions are much divided as to what immediate effect the decision of the 
Court that Dreyfus should be acquainted with the imminence of the revision 


~ should have upon the treatment of the prisoner. 


In spite of the news published in a leading evening paper on Sunday that 
he was allowed more freedom, and was, notably, to have free access to all 
save the wooded portion of the Ile du Diable, I learn that such news is at al] 
events premature. The actual question in regard to Dreyfus which is at present 
being discussed by the Appeal Court, and upon which, I hear, the opinion of the 
Judges are divided, is whether the prisoner shall be brought back to France. in 
which case he will doubtless be lodged in the Conciergerie, or whether a Councillor 
(in all probability M. Atthalin) shall be sent out to Devil’s Island to take his evi- 


— 


dence. This question will be definitely decided before the 9th of next month, 
when the boat for Cayenne will leave, and if a messenger of the Court be not 
despatched by that boat, we may consider it settled that the prisoner will be 
recalled to give his evidence to the Judges themselves. Iam inclined, for my 
own part, to believe that this will be the course pursued, for it seems unlikely 
that one man should be entrusted with so serious a mission, the more so that 
Dreyfus has every right to demand that his evidence be given in the presence of 
his lawyer. 

Me. Mornard, before long, will, I am told, take steps to obtain permission from 
the Minister of the Colonies to communicate with his client, and it appears 
more than likely that this permission will be granted him without demur. It is 
a very necessary step, for it must not be forgotten that Dreyfus himself knows 
absolutely nothing of the course of events in France during the last four years, 
and that he, in his last despairing letter, addressed a prayer to General 
Boisdeffre. of all people. to vindicate his honour. 

The much-talked of Esterhazy revelations are absolutely worthless, so far, 
from a revelation point of view, although they serve as an admirable reminder 
to those who have short memories of the series of shameful events with which 
their author has been mixed up. 

WEDNESDAY EVENING, 

Details have just come to light regarding the letters seized last Friday 
afternoon by order of the Appeal Court, in a private safe at the Credit 
Lyonnais office; the letters are all written by ex-Commandant Esterhazy, and 
are most of them upon the “ papier pelure ” upon which the bordereau is written. 
They are dated between 1894 and 185 and are of the very highest importance, 
leaving no possible doubt open as to Esterhazy’s authorship of the bordereau., 
Five of them also, which had been placed in the care of a third person, have a 
direct bearing upon the Dreyfus case and are letters and rough copies of 
letters which passed between Esterhazy and divers high-placed military 
functionaries, 

Very important information as to the evidence given by General de Bois- 
detfre before the Cour de Cassation has now leaked out, and will have an 
immense effect upon the public views of that official's behaviour. — In 
spite of the gentleness with which the Court treated General de Boisdeffre— 
who is in a very weak state of health, and all but fainted several times 
in the course of his examination—it transpired that no doubt existed 
in the minds of the examining judges, after hearing what General 
de Boisdeffre had to say. that he (the General) was aware to the 
uttermost detail, of the reasons which led Colonel Picquart to suspect 
Esterhazy, and that it was immediately upon his becoming fully acquainted 
with these reasons that Colonel Picquart was charged with the 
“mission” which kept him away from Paris in the South of France, Algeria 
and Tunis. The extreme gravity of this revelation will be manifest to the most 
casual observer, and readers of the JEwisit CHRONICLE may recall the quota- 
tions I made in that paper of November 11th, from M. de Pressense’s book on 
Colonel Picquart, in which he definitely accused General de Boisdettre of having 
kept Colonel Picquart away from Paris because of that very knowledge. 

What I said in the earlier portion of this article with regard to the Dossir 


Secret, receives more rapid confirmation than I had expected in an article in the 


paper of M. Trouillot, this afternoon. M. Trouillot was Colonial Minister in 
the late Brisson cabinet, and his words may, | imagine, be accepted as the absolute 
truth upon the matter. 

M. Trouillot asserts with great force that everything bearing upon the guilt 
or innocence of Dreyfus was communicated to the Brisson cabinet and the 
ministerial council. The Ministers of War who have at various times declared 
their certitude of the guilt of Dreyfus have laid before the Council everything 
which led them to that opinion, and there is nothing in all their evidence 
combined which is a decisive proof of his guilt. The story of the secret Dossier 
or of the ultra-secret Dosser, is amystification pure andsimple! If anything at 
all is being hidden from the Appeal Court it is nothing but a collection of fancy 
documents which while useful perhaps for the purposes of newspaper polemics 
are of no value in the cold light of a legal investigation. Thislanguage from an 
ex-minister is fairly conclusive. 

LATER. 

General Zurlinden has committed Colonel Picquart for trial. The trial will 
take place at a very early date, probably in a few days, and not, as was 
previously supposed, after the Appeal Court has rendered its verdict on the 
larger issue. There is every reason to suppose that the Colonel's trial will be an 
open one. 

The Colonel gave a portion of his evidence before the Cour de Cassation 
at four o'clock this afternoon, but nothing has transpired as yet of what took 
place. | | 

A formal application was made at M. Zola’s house this afternoon for the 
payment of 3,000 francs, the sum he was condemned to pay in the experts’ 
action. In the absence of M. Zola, the demand was handed to the proper official 
at the Mairie of the district. | 3

Our New York Letter. 


Mr. I. Zangwill’s Lecture Tour. 


“Gentle lady, put me not to 't; for [_am nothing, if not critic.” Mr. 
Zangwill may, indeed, say this of himself. His lecture tour through the United 
States has certainly been a great success. Wherever he has appeared—at New 
York, Philadelphia, Pittsburg, Chicago, Cincinnati, St. Louis—he has been met 
by very large and very enthusiastic audiences. He has charmed them, both b 
what he has said and by the manner in which he has said it. Asa rule, he left 
the city in which he lectured eg | after he hadspoken. He has not had time 
to see the train of fire which he left behind him, the spluttering of which I 
recognise as I glance over the Jewish newspapers. A critic, of course, is in the 
first place, “one who passes judgment upon or criticises literary or artistic works, 
manners, morals and the like.”’ Unconsciously he glides into “ one who passes a 
rigorous or severe judgmeut ; one who censures or finds fault ; a harsh examiner, 
or judge.” Mr. Zangwill has not escaped the fate of all critics, however charmed 
an existence he may otherwise lead. ! have already written to you about the 
storm raised by his lecture on the Modern Drama. In Chicago, he was un- 
American enough to say, “I believe in the Divine Right of Kings; the Republic 
of the United States is no better than that of France.’ Of course, that wind 
also raised a storm; in a tea-kettle, I think, this time. 

All of which is not particularly to my point. But the storm which Zang- 
will has raised in the Jewish camp 1s; 1t deserves mention not quite as briefly. 
On the 24th of October, Mr. Zangwill was the guest of the Judwans in New 


York. It was, perhaps, the only ere é Jewish reception given to him. It 
was natural that Jews meeting in this way should talk of their own 
affairs. The guest of the Judmwans felt that, too. Three-quarters of 


his masterly reply to the greeting of the Chairman were taken up 
with an interpretation of what he understood to be the genius of 
Judaism. It was a_ beautiful presentment, in the speaker's best and 
happiest vein. Pity that he did not stop here, and spare us the appli- 
cation of of his remarks to American Judaism. For while he had been thoroughly 
upon his own ground, speaking from an abundance of knowledge, he himself 
confessed that “ignorance, sheer ignorance,” prevented his further words from 
having much value. But Mr. Zangwill has always been courageous. The smell 
of powder in the air drew him on. “I will permit myself a little criticism and 
much unpopularity,’ were his opening words. <A miscalculation on his part. 
There was quite a good dose of criticism, and just a httle unpopularity. He com- 
plained that the Reformed Judaism in America had torn itself away from his- 
toric associations, and from its ancient poetry, that it had manufactured new 
prayer-books, that the congregation did not take the same part in the service as 
Christians did ia the Church service, which Reform tried tocopy. On the other 
hand, he noticed that American Judaism was commencing to go backwards, “ the 
real danger of American Reform is that it will end in ossified orthodoxy, miti- 
gated by oysters.’ Of course this remark was greeted with “loud laughter” by 
a number of un-Churched Judwans. Buta number of “Reformed” ministers, 
who were there as Judwans, could not be expected to appreciate so flippant a 
remark. Mr. Zangwill’s reference to the “new progress in 
journalism” was still less in place, seeing that two of the men who had had the 
lion’s. share in editing the Union Prayer Book were sitting in front of the 
speaker. To be told that the services in the Reformed Synagogues were “ per- 
formances” was not calculated to aid the digestion of many who sat around the 
tables. Could they be blamed if they felt that this critic 1s one “who censures 
and finds fault?” For he did not mention a word about the many orthodox 
synagogues which he had visited, and in which he prayed regularly at six o'clock 
every morning, not to mention the Sabbaths and the Festivals. He did not tell 
whether these had become “ ossified”’ or not, or whether the services in them 
were anything more or less of performances than were those in “the few 
Reformed Synagogues which he had entered.” In reading over the address, I 
cannot well square this criticism with the meed of praise which Mr. Zangwill 
dealt out to these same Rabbis. “I thoroughly appreciate the good work done 
by the Rabbis in dragging American Judaism out of the slough in which they 
found it, in building beautiful temples and bringing to them congregations who, 
but for them, would have lost their Judaism altogether. . .. Their Reform was 
thus, not like the English Reform, a cutting away of the Judaism in possession, 
but, in addition to the Judaism in possession, a return really towards the old,” 
_In the very same number of the American Hebrer in which Mr. Zingwill's 
speech appeared, there were letters from Dr. K. Kohler and Dr. Maurice Harris 
in criticism of it. Both letters are earnest pleas for the'aims which have been 
the guiding star of the Reform movement. They have been followed, of course, 
by letters patting the critic on the back. The orthodox rejoice; they claim 
Zangwill as theirs ; but some of them are wondering in how far the new recruit 
is up to the standard in his own way of living. Dr. Kohler, very freely and 
properly, says that Reform has its shortcomings. Dr. E. G. Hirsch, in the 
Retorm Advocate, suggests that all the crooked lines can be made straight if 
Reform will only return to the lines marked out by the late Dr. David Einhorn. 
I have, incommon with all American Jews, the greatest respect for this champion 
of Israel ; but I remember that in his farewell sermon, which I was privileged 
to hear as a boy and which I have never forgotten, Dr.‘Kinhorn stated it as his 
conviction that Reform could not exist without the German language. Does 
Dr. Hirsch want us to return to that also? In the St. Louis Jewish Voice Dr, 
Sole takes Zangwill to task for the concluding chapter in his ‘“ Dreamers of the 
Ghetto” ; and the /sruelite, speaking editorially of the representative Jews who 
have in late years come to us from England, says that they * are unable to think 
as we do and preach retrogression. Americans invariably reply to them: 
Grentlemen, you are a century behind time ; we can afford to wait for you till 
you catch up to us. You will surely come.” Mr. Zangwill has not yet replied ; 
he is still in “ his impertinent isolation.” Sines) |

‘the most good to the poor. The branches include industrial work, sewing,

The New York section alone contributed over 3,500 dols. for supplies to the

The War with Spain and the Jews. 


_ The war with Spain has claimed another Jewish victim. Captain D. L. M. 
Peixotto, of the Third United States Volunteer Infantry, died at Guantanamo, 
Cuba, of yellow fever. His remains were buried at Camp Lawton. He was 
born in New York city, and had been prominently identified with the Seventh 
New York Regiment, being an officer in that organisation.

United Hebrew Charities, New York. 
—*Teannot allow the annual meeting of the United Hebrew Charities of this 


city, which was held on November Ist, in the Vestry Room of Temple Emanu- 


El, to pass by unnoticed. Mr, Henry Rice, the President, had this to say in his 
opening address: “We look with much misgiving upon the possibility of the 
creation of a permanent pauper class among the Jews of the Metropolis, and we 
deem it our duty to impress upon the public the menace that les in this possi- 
bility to the fair fame, the comfort and welfare of Israel in America... . The 
decrease of immigration, noticeable last year, unfortunately disappeared during 
the last twelve months. The number of Jewish immigrants again rose to 
21.070, which number may be considered as normal for the past few years. Of 
this total, so far as we can learn, 4,455 left New York for interior points, leaving 
16,615 to be added to the population of the city.” The total receipts for the 
year were 154775.08 dols.; the total expenditure, 121,666.74 dols, This 
is a small amount when the magnitude of the task which confronts the officers 
of the society is considered. There were 19,041 applications for relief, and 
5,889 persons were successfully placed in situations. The news from Russia 
does not seem to point to any diminution of the present immigration, 


Hebrew Union College, Cincinnati.

Russian Politics, by HERBERT M. THOMPSON, M.A. (London, T. Fisher Unwin). 


In'this volume, Mr. Herbert Thompson presents us with a bird's-eye view of 
Russian political problems from the standpoint of the Russian liberal thinker. 
To those acquainted with the various works dealing with this subject, 
written in English or translated from a foreign tongue, Mr, Thompson's 
volume presents very little that is fresh. Our author is rather a very busy note- 
taker, a sub-editor applying scissors and paste and blue pencil to the vast mass of 
“copy” that has-accumulated on this question. Like an industrious bee he has 
flitted from flower to flower, drawing off all that is best in such classic authors as 
Leroy-Beaulieu, Wallace, Shesmak, &c. In the result we get a number of facts 
at second-hand, but strung together with succinctness and conciseness and in 
such a manner as at once to present the outlines of the problems he 
attacks and the remedy he advocates. There are many chapters of great 
excellence, such as those dealing with the ethnology of the Russian people, the 
progress of the nation between the times of Peter the Great and the Crimean 
War. and the emancipation and subsequent fortunes of the peasantry, who form 
more than 80 per cent. of the entire population. But we naturally, of course, 
turn first to Mr. Thompson's remarks on the Jewish Question. Here, too, one 
learns little that is absolutely new. The driving of the Jewish “ herd” within 
the Pale in 1891, though many thousands had been allowed to spread themselves 
over the country without official interference, is well-known to all. So are the 
terrible overcrowding, insanitation, competition and want, which resulted from this 
arbitrary piece of medieval tyranny. _ | 

In the province of Kievy.”. Mr. Thompson reminds us, “the 
average number of inmates in Jewish houses is now almost three times 
what it is in Christian houses. In the town of Berditchef, it 1s about five 
times as great. The position is still more aggravated by the fact that Jews 
who. have for vears lived in the smaller towns and villages, have, to the 
number of about half a million, been driven into the larger towns.” The intricate 


web and network of galling economic. social and educational restrictions that 


have been woven about the Jews half-stifled in the Pale are well described. We 
need but mention here the exquisite, 1f unconscious, humour of a decree of the 
Minister of Public Instruction as he is called, issued in December, 1896. Tt is 
something calculated to add materially to the gaiety of nations. “ Whereas,” it 
runs, “many young Jewish people, most anxious to take advantage of superior 
classical, technical and professional teaching, present themselves each year for 
admis-ion to the Universities and pass their examinations. and continue their 
studies in the various schools of the Empire, it has appeared desirable to put an 
end to so a state of things.’ Mark the crescendo of villany ! rising 
from a mere desire to study, and passing through successive stages to the culmn- 
nating iniquities of passing examinations, and entering the schools of the Empire ! 
Mr. W. S. Gilbert has at last found a serious competitor im the bureau 
of a Russian Ministry. ; 

Mr. Thompson seeks to combat the so-called justifications of Jewish 
persecution, ‘The oppressive decrees promulgated under the pretext 
of protecting Russian labour from the exploitation of a class of drones 
have fallen with their full weight not on the capitalist class among the 
Jews, but have been reserved for the artisans and the classes among which 
the greatest poverty prevails.” “It is said that they (the Jews) are ignorant, 
uncleanly, and unchaste. But im all three particulars they are superior 
and in the first and third very markedly superior to the average of the Russian 
nation. Their desire for education amounts to a passion.’ Mr. Thompson 
might have added that it'is a pecuharly brutal cynicism which first drives people 
from the schools and then despises and tortures them because they are ignorant. 
To the charge of usury preferred against the Russian Jews, Mr. Thompson 
replies -—" To hold that, because they often receive a high rate of interest the 
Jews do a real injury to the country is a view unsupported by the facts, In 
parts of the country from which they are expelled, native money-lenders take 
their place, but being apt to be less expert business men than the Jews, and 
capital and competition amongst capitalists being both withdrawn, the current 
rate of interest rises enormously. M. Errera mentions that after the expulsion 
of the Jews from Moscow, rates of interest in private pawn-shops rose from 25 
to 200 per cent. per annum, It is, in fact, the Jews who keep the rate of 
interest from being even higher than it is; they are often, too, the only expert 
organisers of business in the country. To give one example—it was by the Jews 
that a system of insurance for peasants cattle was introduced into Russia. The 
harrying of the Jews during the last reign is, at any rate, one of the causes ef 
the alarming growth in the economic poverty of the people.” The abysmal 
depths of extortion and villainy to which the native Koolak descends, and from 
which his most hardened Jewish competitor shrinks, is a fact which that very 
“sincere and frank man of principle,” M. Pobiedonostzeff, conveniently over- 
looks in his official reports ; and to which, therefore, Mr. Thompson does well to 
call attention. 

In attempting, however, to trace the cause of Russian, and in general, 
Continental Anti-semitism, Mr. Thompson is not altogether just to the Russian 
Jews. °* While the Jews,” he says. “often make admirable mechanics, their bent 
is rather towards commerce, trade and finance than to laborious physical labour, 
especially such as agricultural labour.” But surely Mr. Thompson is the victim 
of a gross popular delusion to which forcible attention was recently drawn by 
Mr. Solweitschik in a book on the Jewish proletariat on which several articles 
appeared in the “ Jewisit Cironicie.” — In point of factthe bent of the Jewish 
masses is towards manual labour. It is shown in the vast and disproportionate 
numbers with which they throng the various trades in Russia, Austria, 
Holland, the United States and elsewhere. It’ is demonstrated to the hilt in the 
fear with which the Roumanian Government regards the practical monopoly of 
many manual occupations by its Jewish subjects; and by its basing on this 
remarkable fact its monstrous methods of oppression. Mr. Thompson should 
know that Jewishlové of manual work is an ancestral tradition and alinost part of 
our religious equipment; that in asserting the contrary he is unconsciously led 
astray the ridiculous fallacy, founded on narrow observation in 


Western Europe, which makes of them a race of bankers and middlemen 


financial intermediaries. Similarly with Mr. ‘Lhompson’s remarks 
about Jewish antipathy to agriculture. “You cannot say that this is 
due simply to long exclusion from rustic pursuits, because thereis complete 
freedom in England and yet there is no real flow of the Jews towards the soil.” 
But Mr. Thompson forgets that the bulk of the Jews here are either aliens 
themselves, or but one generation removed from such: and that the effect of the 
measures which drove them from the soil to the mart are still in operation. 
Nevertheless, the recent somewhat pathetic scenes at Benfleet are significant of 
an undoubted earth-hunger among Jews, and the many Jewish agricultural 
colonies in Russia, and the efforts to found similar colonies in Cyprus, Argentine, 
and Palestine should not be forgotten in this connection. 3 

Mr. Thompson is of opinion that Russian cruelty to the Jews is, in 
considerable measure, attributable to pure religious bigotry, “to the old spirit of 
Torquemada which, ¢.y., dwells within the breast of the Procurator of the Holy 
Synod, the notorious Pobiedonostzeff.”. This seems, however, to be a moot 
point. ‘To those who closely watch the progress of events in Russia, it is obvious 
that something like a pact—resembling the agreements characteristic of a forgotten 
age—exists between Pobiedonostzelf and the Tsar. The two are in alliance 
and stand and fall together. One can easily conceive the glib pen of the Procu- 
rator representing to the Tsar that religious homogeneity was a guarantee of 


— 


political cohesion, and a powerful Orthodox Church the best security for his 
throne. Alien creeds, in a word, were so: many dissolvents acting upon this 
cohesion ; and in advising that they should be stamped out it is probable enough 
that the Procurator is as much gratifying his own passionate hate of rival 
creeds, as bolstering up the autocracy. It is certainly a matter for discussion, 
whether his economic fears: do not cover a religious antipathy. The supposed 
mortal terror of nearly 120 million Russians at the danger of subjugation by four 
or five million Jews, must surely inspire him with a great deal of amusement in 
the privacy of his own chamber, however boldly it may figure as an argument in 
his ministerial reports. The gradual disappearance of other of his economic 
arguments, and the hollowness of several of his pleas, as well as his intense 
religious fervour, are suspicious symptoms of religious motives. However that 
be, and whether Mr. ‘Thompson's opinion be well or ill-founded, the work before 
us has this one crowning merit: it presents us in a concise form with a mass of 
interesting information on a subject on which the profoundest ignorance still 
reigns in the popular mind in England. 


A New Volume of Stories by Mr. S. Gordon. 


The Daughters of Shem and other Stories, by SAMUEL GORDON (Greenberg and Co.) 


The “Daughters of Shem’—Mr. S. Gordon's new work—consists of a 
number of tales all of -which, except two, have already appeared in various 
journals, and several of which were first given to the world in the .columns of 
the Jewish Curonicie. -The stories are all of Jewish interest, ranging with 
truth and fidelity over many aspects of Jewish life, and containing many 
beautiful and discerning pictures of its superstitions and its prejudices, its 


strength and its weaknesses. Two stories relating to the great Zionist move- 


ment figure in the pages of the book: and that large section of the Gentilé 
publie to whom the Jewish race is & subject of perennial and increasing interest 
will find in Mr. Gordon's work scme vivid flashes on the realities of Hebrew 
existence at the present time, the troubles that afflict it, the problems that face 
it, and the many characteristics that have been woven almost into the very fibres 
of the race by centuries of a strange and chequered career. One 
point alone seems to detract from its fidelity as a picture of 
Jewish life. It is rather a curious thing that the characters in the stories 
in whose careers tidelity to the ancestral faith was put to the severest test, were 
both women—Zillah in the “ Daughters of Shem,” and Rachel in‘ The Ambush 
of Conscience “—and both come badly out of the ordeal. Zillah yearns to give 
herself in marriage toa Gentile oflicer, and shrinks at the last moment very 
much more from filial feeling than religious scruples, which indeed she barely 


regards. Rachel again abjures her faith, and yields herself without a struggle to 


a Crentile lover, and that, too, in circumstances everyone of which might well 
have been expected to hold her to her religion, and indeed, make it a refuge 
rather than a stumbling block to her. It certainly does seem as if Mr. Gordon 
has grievously under-estimated the love of their faith among the women of 
Israel. It is surely not at this point that the chain of attachment which binds 
the Jewish race to its religion is weakest and hable to snap. 

The new volume of stories differs in one respect from Mr. Gordon’s previous 
work, in that a number of the tales were meant for juvenile consumption, and 
bear on their face the impress of their purpose. They all form bright and 
amusing reading. Mr. Gordon well portrays the impish devilry of youny 
children, their budding wisdom distorted by grotesque inexperience, their 
short way with great problems, their serious thinking on the events that move 
theirselders. and the joys and pains of their young lives, felt all the more 
deeply because there are no competing emotions to struggle for mastery in their 
hearts, joys and pains, the piquancy of which unreflecting adults are strangely 
loth toattribute to children. ‘* Puggy’s Revolt” is an excellent instance of the 
happy manner in which Mr. Gordon has caught the spirit of childhood. But 
the author has by no means confined himself, in this volume to studies in child- 
life, but attacks the time-honoured; momentous problems which press for 
solution at the grave turning points in human existence. In one story it is the 
eternal struggle between love and duty; in another it is the lingering affection 
for hearth and home warring against slavery to vice; and in yet another it is 
the altruistic sentiment battling against devotion to self. To most of these 
elemental problems he gives an answer according to his own lights. Only in one 
case can he be said to have shirked the issue and left unanswered the momentous 
question he himself propounded. It is in his story, “Towards the Sunrise.” 
The hero is distracted by the terrible necessity for choosing between wrecking 
his affection or his great life-mission to which he had pledged for ever his 
strength and his manhood. But the inevitable struggle is not allowed to be 
fought out—only begun: the obliging Devs er machina 1s evoked and the long 
arm of coincidence spares the hero the pain of choice—in a dramatic and some- 
what disappointing manner, reminding us of a similarly startling coincidence in 
a previous work (“In Years of Transition”). But apart from this apparent 
defect, Mr. Gordon's book is altogether an admirable one. In one respect, it is 
fresh confirmation, if any were needed, that the most striking characteristic 
of his work is its remarkable power to hold the attention of the reader. His 
stories have the great and undoubted faculty of gripping our interest—an 
essential and all-important quality surely, in such work. Tf the present volume 
does not quite reach the level of concentrated power of “ In Years of Transition,” 
the writing is often nervous and vigorous, whilst in the greater freshness of its 
humour and the increased pointedness and brightness of the dialogue there is 
marked and obvious progress. | 
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ANGLO-JEWISH ASSOCIATION. 
MEETING IN NORTH LONDON. 


Mr. Cuacor G. Monrertore attended a meeting of the North London 
Jewish Literary and Social Union on Thursday the 17th, for the purpose of 


urging the claims of the Anglo-Jewish Assoctation to communal support. © Mr. 
Oswald J. Simon was also present, and there was a considerable audience. Dr. 


SNOWMAN, the President of the Union, was in the chair. 

Mr. Monreriore began his speech by postulating that Jews constituted a 
religious brotherhood throughout the world, and we must recognise the bond 
which unites them, in the most practical manner. ‘The Anglo-Jewish Association 
was that practical recognition, and its work fel! into two main divisions—the 
educational, and what he might term the semi-political. Dealing first with the 
educational aspect, Mr. Montefiore pointed out that it was upon this branch of 
the Association's activity that the bulk of the income of the Association was 
spent, viz.,in the establishment and sustentation of schools, Now, objections 
were urged against this expenditure. It was said, first, that new schools should 
be supplied by the State; that Jewish children should attend the schools 
established by the Government of the country in which they lived, and should 
not call upon foreign bodies like the Anglo-d: wish A ssochition to Supply their 
educational wants. But the answer to that objection was simple and complete. 
The Association never gives money to a town where State schools open 
to Jewish children are already in existence. [t founds sehools of its own 
only where there there are no others, and where, consequently, education is at 
avery low ebb. Next it is asked why should Englishmen help the Jews of 
Bagdad or Beyrouth to build schools: why should not the peoplo of these towns 
look after their own requirements? But we should remember the deep, the 
extreme poverty which pervades these and similar towns, poverty which ren- 
ders the establishment and maintenance of schoois.a complete impossibility. If 
the wealth from outside did not assis', either schools wonld not be builtat alkor 
else those already in existence would Inevitably Pall into decay end ruin, 
should. we forget that to understand and appreciate our modern and West rn 
conception of “ good education” we have to train the Jews of the Orient : we 
have to stimulate the taste and the desire for it. and itis remarkable to what 
an extent this has already been done, not only among boys, but also amene the 
virls, for an-important part of the Association s work is the schooling of girls, 
so as to raise them from their present frequently backward condition, Over and 
beyond this, the Association always did its best to get the hargest possihl f 
support ‘from the localities in which they pianted the

Jottings from South Africa. 


'FROM OUR CORRESPONDENTS. | 
Care Town. 

In the spacious Drill Hall of this town a most pleasing function, which not 
only sheds lustre on the Jews of this Colony, but on the community as a whole, 
took place on October 3ist, when, at the Commanding Officer's parade of the 
Duke of Edinburgh's Own Volunteer Rifles, Colonel Harris, V.D., M.L.A., pre- 
sented to the Regiment a magnificent cup from the Jewish community in 
memory of the late Lieutenant Mark Harris, who died from wounds received in 
the action at Gamasiep on May 6th, 1807." As a further remembrance it is 
intended to erect a marble tombstone over the grave and to present a gymnasium 
to the Hebrew Public School. The Rev. Professor A. P. Bender, who acted as 
Chairman to the Cup Committee, and who was instrumental in bringing about 
this unique and graceful tribute to a brave coreligionist, received a special 
invitation to be present at the ceremony at which only members of the Corps 
and brother officers were privileged to attend. Among those present were Colonel 
Southy, Commander of the Volunteer Forces; Colonel Ffollhott, Head of the 
Defence Department: Major Tamplin, Major Inglesby. Major Cox, Colonel Spence, 
Commander of the Regiment, and Mr. F. Y. St. Leger, M_IL., ex-Commander of the 
Corps. After the regiment had been formed upin the Drill Hall, and the magnif- 
cent cup placed upon the table in view of all, Colonel Harris said that he had been 
requested by some friends of the late Lieutenant Harris, who fell last year dur- 


ing the Landberg campaign, to present that cup to the D.B.O.V.R., with the | 


request that it should remain the property of the regiment in memory 
of as vallant a young officer as ever donned Her Majesty's uniform. Lieutenant 
Harris, who was a distant. relative of his, was fermerly under his command in 
Kimberley, having served for a considerable time in Kimberly Rifles. He 
(Colonel! Harris) never knew anybody more enthusiastic or devoted to the real 
work of soldiering than Lieutenant Harris, for he never missed a drill, and took 
particular delight in training the recruits of his company. in fact he was a model 
Volunteer. He (Colonel Harris) was glad to know that members of his faith 
were contributing their share to the Volunteer forces of this colony for enjoy- 
ing, as they did under the British flag, the blessings of religious liberty and 
political freedom. That piece of plate was of little intrinsic value ; the memory 
of a soldier who had fallen in battle was engraven onthe hearts of his com- 
rades. Lieutenant Harris dred a noble death, that of a soldier fighting for his 
country, but their grief was lessened and their pain mitigated. knowing that his 
death. together with the others of their race who had fallen tighting for this 
colony would prove that they were prepared to share the dangers in return for 
the freedom and protection they en} yed. If the fate of Lieutenant Harris and 
the other members of their race served to prove their loyalty, devotion, 
and readiness to take up arms in the defence of their glorious Empire 
then their lives’ would not have been sacrificed vain. (Cheers ) 
Colonel Spence, in receiving the cup on behalf of the ° Duke's” said that he was 
intimately connected with Lieutenant Harris from the time he left Cape Town 
until the time he was unfortunately shot. The last words Lieutenant Harris 
addressed to him shortly before he died were, ‘ Well, Colonel, I hope you 
consider [ have done my duty.” These were his last words, and in reply he 
(Colonel Spence) said to him, “ Harris, you have done more than your duty.” 
Colonel Spence then paid a tribute to the zeal of the late Lieutenant Harris in 
the discharge of his duties, after which he thanked the subscribers to the cup for 
their kindness in_ presenting it, not only in remembrance of Lieutenant Harris. 
but as a mark of favour to the regiment he belonged to. The officers then 
held an “At Home,” at which, in a graceful speech, Mr. F. Y. St. Leger. M.A. 
welcomed the Rev. Professor A. P. Bender, who expressed his appreciation and 
thanks in his usual eloquent style. The toast of Colonel Harris was drunk amid 
great enthusiasm.

Mr. Sidney Lee’s ‘‘ Life of Shakespeare.’’ 


It is a remarkable and interesting fact that the two most notable recent 


studies on Shakespeare have come from Jewish writers. The close argument 
and careful reference to the authorities of Mr. Sidney Lee’s book (* A Life of 
William Shakespeare,’ Smith, Elder and Co.) demands from the readers a 
greater effort than that which the esthetic appreciations of. George 
Brandes’ requires; but it is a valuable contribution to literary history, as 
Professor Brandes’ work was to literature. Mr. Lee’s book is enriched 
(among other good engravings) with a reproduction of the “ Droeshout ”’ 
painting of the dramatist, which gives him almost the same_high- 
domed, comparatively narrow forehead, that is so remarkable in the portraits 
of Tennyson. It is natural for us to turn to the passages referring to the 
Merchant of Venice, both because some of the earlier studies of Mr. Lee in 
subjects connected with this appeared in the JEwisn Cironicie and for other 
reasons. After referring to the Italian novel and similar early sources of the 
Shylock story, and to plays by R. W. (Wilson) and Marlowe, whose Barabbas 
was humanised by Shakespeare, Mr. Lee surmises that the popular interest 
aroused by the trial in February, 1594, and the execution in June of the 
Queen’s Jewish physician, Roderigo Lopez, incited Shakespeare to a new and 
subtler study of Jewish character. The following is part of the author's note 
on the Lopez trial :— 


Lopez was the Karl of Leic2ster’s physician before 1586, and the Queen's chief 
physician from that date. An accomplished linguist, with friends in all parts of Europe; 


he acted, in 1590, at the request of the Earl of Essex, as interpreter to Antonio Perez? 


a victim of Philip II.’s persecution, whom Essex and bis associates brought to England in 
order to stimulate the hostility of the English public to Spain. Don Antonio (as the 
refugee was popularly called) proved querulous and exacting. A quarrel between Lopez 
and Essex followed. Spanish agents ia London offered Lopez a bribe to poison Antonio 
and the Qacen, The evidence that he assented to the murderous propdsal is incomplete, 
but he was convicted of treason, and, although the (Queen long delayed signing his death 
warrant, he was hanged at Tyburn on June 7th, 1594. His trial and execution evoked a 
marked display of anti-Semitism on the part of the London populace. Very few Jews were 
domiciled in England at thetime. That a Christian named Antonio should be the cause 
of the ruin alike of the greatest Jew in Klizatethan England, and of the greatest Jew 
of the Elizabethan drama isa curious confirmation of the theory that Lopez was the begetter 
of Shylock. 

A large part of the volume is devoted to that perennial problem, the meaning 
and address of the Sonnets. Mr. Lee’s authority in this sphere is so well 
established that it 1s needless to commend his biography to the consideration of 
Shakespearean students, to whom it will be invaluable. sag 

Mr. F. C. Conybeare’s ‘‘ Dialogues’ in the Anecdota Oxoniensia. 


Mr. Conybeare here edits for the first time two dialogues, the one entitled 
Athanasius and Zaccheus, the other Timothy and Aquila. These are con- 
troversies between Jews and Christians. Much that is not found in the canonical 
gospels is here preserved. But the publication has great interest also for students 

of Hellenistic Judaism. Ofcourse the Christian disputant is victorious, but the 


remarks of the Jewish champions are of historical value, despite the colouring, 


As Mr. Conybeare says, “The Jewish interlocutor in both dialogues is inspired 
with the wisdom theology of Alexandrian Judaism, and is alsoa fervent believer 
in the proximate advent of a Jewish Messiah.” It 1s interesting to see that thus 
early the prophecies in Isaiah lxi., 1-19 are appropriated to the Christian church 
which is the spiritual Israel in one view, or because the Apostles are the “ seed 
of Abraham” in another view. |

In Alexandre a Babylone (Paris, Imprimerie Nationale) Dr. Jules Oppert, 
member of the Academy of Inscriptions, continues the application of astronomical 
facts to ancient literary records which has already been so fruitful. With the 
help of an eclipse spoken of by the scholiast to Aristophanes (The Clouds), two 
mentioned by Ptolemy who significantly omits an eclipse which was not visible 
at Athens, thus betraying the source of his information, and of various notes 
communicated by Mr. Pinches and M. Theodore Reinach, or published by 
Augustus Mommsen, Professor Oppert fixes the date of Alexander's death at 
Babylon. It is interesting to read the name of Aliksaandar (Alexander) in a 
cuneiform inscription at Babylon where the conqueror of the East expired. 


The latest of Mr. Canning’s thoughtful studies of modern political history 
(British Rule and Modern Politics by the Hon. Albert 5.G. Canning. Smith, 
Elder and Co.) discusses with his usual impartiality the influence of religion 
among other factors in politics. Modern Europe has accepted her culture from 
Palestine, Greece and Rome, but the religious creeds of Rome and Greece have 
perished while that of Judea survives. Mr. Canning does not draw from this 
observation the moral which we perceive in it. He sees, however, very clearly 
the significant fact that while European habits, laws, dress and languages are 
extending, Christianity by no means accompanies the political extension or 

uccess Of Christian nations. “The present time sees not only Jews, but 


Brahmins, Buddhists, Parsees and Mohammedans, studying European literature 
and speaking English, while adhering firmly to their ancient faiths.” 


Mr. J. Lewine, a coreligionist, has undertaken to supply a long-felt want by 
compiling a “ Bibliography of Eighteenth Century Art and Illustrated Books,” 
which will serveasa guide to collectors of illustrated worksin English and French 
of that period. It will be the first work of its kind in the English language. Mr. 
Lewine has collected a well-digested mass of material, the result of assiduous 
research and long and varied experience. In his preface the author gives a 
sketch of the most prominent artists who flourished in the 18th century, and the 
book will contain thirty-two full-page illustrations. The volume will be pub- 
lished by Sampson Low, Marston and Co. 


The Psalter and the Higher Criticism.

| FROM’ A CORRESPONDENT. | 


The Rev. D. Fay’s luminous exposition of the twenty-third Psalm, last 
Sabbath, at the New West End Synagogue, and his suggestive application of it 
to modern life and modern needs, was more than an exposition and more than 
an application. It was, in a sense, a protest against some of the methods of the 
Higher Criticism, especially as applied to the Psalter. Although one cannot 


Critics, one feels that much of it has only one object in view, viz., the glorifica- 
tion of Christianity at the expense of Judaism. There is a finely-woven thread 
of anti-Semitism running through all of Wellhausen’s work. The Higher 
Critics would deny the firmness of the foundation, the basement, so to speak, 
in order to extol “ The Upper Room.” But, surely, upon what can “ The Upper 
Room” stand if you take away the basement? It reminds one of Tennyson/s 
* Becket,” where Henry IL. and his Archbishop are playing chess. Henry, seeing 
that he is losing, kicks over the chess-board. with the words: ‘ Why there then 
—down go Bishoy and King together.” The critics condemn the foundation 
and bring down the whole structure about their heads rather than confess that 
Moses, Isaiuh and the rest were great religious leaders. On the other hand a 
recent writer on Intellectual Development, Dr. John Beattie Crozier, one whose 
knowledge and insight are pretty generally recognised, goes so far as to say 
“when Christ came there was nothing for him to do but to take peaceful 
-possession of this vast estate which had been already won and prepared for him, 
viz; the belief in one God, freedom from Idolatry and a code of Personal 
Morality which, with the exception, perhaps, of the marriage laws, was identical 
with that of the present day.’ These are, indeed, notable words. 

The Higher Critics, /nter alia, deny the existence of personal religion in the 
Old Testament in general and in the Psalter in particular. And this denial of 
Individualism in the Psalms, this affirmation of their essentially Nationalistic 
characteristics, is as a stream which percolates all strata of modern Psalmic 
criticism. For“ I” read “we” is one of the axioms of modern critics who write 
on the Psalms. And if not read “ we,’ at any rate understand “ we” and go, per 
seltus, per montes, to prove it. According to them the Old Testament is a chaotic 
jumble, a Tolhu vebohu of inter- and self-contradictory belief and conception. 
But if we assume the possibility of religious development and religious evolu- 
tion in the Bible. surely we cannot, at one and the same time, assume the possi- 
bility of religiousatavism. Either Judaism advancesor it does not. But it cannot 
advance and retreat, progressand retrogress at one and the same time. Judaism 
isnot a pendulum. <A pendulum oscillates ; Judaism moves: Bearing in mind 
certain postulates of the Higher Critics as regards the Psalms, if they want us to 
fall in with their views on Nationalism and Individualism they must antedate 
the Psalms some 300 years. Their view is a tacit negation of the scientific pro- 
cesses of evolution. ‘Fhe evolution of Judaism has been constant and con- 
tinuous, not spasmodic : its movement regular and not intermittent. Judaism 
is not a “ hotch-potch,” an “olla podrida” of dissimilar and contradictory ele- 
ments. Surely Judaism does not suffer if occasionally a Jew prayed for himself 
and himself alone. Moreover the mystic element in the Psalter, an element 
upon which both Professor Cheyne and Mr. Montefiore lay great insistence, 1s 
unintelligible in the light of the nationalistic standpoint. Mysticism has to do 
with the “ego,” not with the “nos.” The process of “initiation without end,” 
which is the essential of mysticism, is unintelligible save in reference to the 
individual. Surely the authors of the Psalter were not for ever merging their 
own individuality and their own needs in the individuality and needs of the cor- 
porate synagogue. Surely the “I” of the Psalter does not always signify 
plurality in unity—a “ multum in parvo,” the “Church,” and not. the individual 
(in Psalms xxvi. and li. for instance). Subjectivity is essentially an Oriental 
characteristic, and it argues considerable ignorance of religious psychology if 
there are those who persist in maintaining that the Psalter 1s in its entirety a 
collection of altruisms, and not, as very often it is, frankly egoistic.

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COLONIAL AND FOREIGN NEWS. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY, 


The Executive of the Vienna Jewish Community has issued a report for 
the years 1896-97, The activity of this body is shown by the fact that during 
this period 363 sectional and 60 plenary meetings were held, and that 11,367 
documents were dealt with. Some noble philanthropic foundations are recorded 
in the report. Barons Nathaniel, Ferdinand (of London), and Albert de Roth- 
schild have determined, in commemoration of the Emperor's Jubilee (which 
takes place on the 2nd of next month), to enlarge the Jewish Hospital by the 
erection and installation of a surgical and gynxcological pavilion with between 50 
and 6 beds. The Executive will charge itself with the maintenance from 
communal funds of the new wing. Further, to commemorate the same event, 
Barons Nathaniel and Albert de Rothschild have given 200,000 crowns as a 
foundation for the benefit of Jewish artists in needy circumstances. The fund 
will be administered by a Board of Trustees, all of them Jews who are dis- 
tinguished in arts and sciences, and, in conformity with the deed of foundation 
the President of the Vienna community, for the time being, will be Chairman of 
the Board. Again, in commemoration of the Jubilee, a gentleman who desires 
that his name shall not be disclosed during his lifetime, has given 100,000 florins 
for the establishment of, an Orphan Asylum. M. 8. H. Goldschmidt, who 
died in Paris early this year, has bequeathed a very large sum to the Jewish 
community. The actual amount is not known at present as the estate has not 
been administered, but it is the desire of the testator that the annual income 
shall be devoted to philanthropic, cape | educational, purposes. The most recent 
gift,already mentioned as.have some of the others been in the JEWISH CHRONICLE, 
is that of 50,000 florins by Baroness de Hirsch towards the building expenses of 
a Jewish hospital. 

In connection with the introduction of the new scheme of taxation, the 
Emperor conferred decorations on several officials at the Ministry of Finance. 
One of them Dr. Rudolf Siebenschein (a Jew) received the Gold Cross of Merit, a 
distinction which has attracted considerable notice in Ministerial circles, as it 1s 
the first time that so young an official has thus been. honoured. ane? | 

The Hungarian Minister of Education has sent to Baroness de Hirsch a very 
cordial letter of thanks for her splendid gift of 700,000 crowns for the mainten- 
ance of the Jewish Orphan Asylum of Girls, established by the Jewish Ladies’ 
Society in Buda-Pesth. 

A new synagogue has been opened at Bics-Foldvir, the cost of which, 20,000, 
crowns, was defrayed by Frau Elise Fischer. After the consecration ceremony, 
this lady announced her intention to create a trust of 40,000 crowns, the 
annual income of which is to be expended in granting dowries to poor orphan 
J ewesses, 

A Catholic priest has given 200 crowns towards the building expenses of a 
synagogue at Janoschida. 

Herr Salomon Jurowitz, Court Secretary, has been appointed Landes- 
verichtsrath, being the third Jew to hold such an office in Galicia. 


FRANCE. 


The Christian wife of M. Gustave Kahn, a distinguished Parisian young 
post and novelist, has announced her intention of becoming a Jewess. 
elongs to a very old Catholic family of Arles, and she has selected the present 
ed for her conversion, as a protest against the prevailing anti-Semitism. 
he marriage, contracted some years back, was exclusively a civil ceremony, 
but after Madame Kahn has been received into the Jewish faith the union will 
be blessed in the synagogue. She has promised the Grand Rabbin to use all her 
efforts to make her husband a better Jew, in the religious sense, than he has 
hitherto been. 

Special interest was lent this year to the annual service held in Paris on the 
occasion of the departure of Jewish recruits. The Grand Rabbin of France, in 
his sermon at the service held at the synagogue in the Rue de la Victoire, last 
Saturday week, eulogised the spirit of sacrifice and the virtue of patriotism. 

M. Georges Valabrrgue, Director of the Artillery School of the 15th Army 
Corps, has been promoted to the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel. 


GERMANY. 


Some fuller particulars are to hand of the triennial report of the Executive 
of the Jewish community in Berlin. We mentioned in our last issue that during 
the three years covered by the report, the number of contributing members 
had risen from 16,235 to 21,389. The taxes from the members have, however, 
not increased in the same ratio, the figures being 956,547 marks for 1895-96 ; 
1,042,511 marks for 1896-97 ; and 1,015,363 marks for 1897-98. For the erection 
of the new synagogue in the Liitzowstrasse, which cost 1,100,000 marks, the com- 
munity contracted a loan of 775,000 marks. The four religion schools of the 
community are attended by only 1,172 children. The Armen Kommission (the 
equivalent of the English Jewish Board of Guardians) spent 139,000 marks in 
1897-98 on 4,827 cases, of whom 88 were non-resident. |

When some years 
ago I played Lessing's ‘ Nathan’ for the first time, I received great recognition 
from various quarters, and even a princely patroness of mine summoned me to 
her presence and overwhelmed me with praise. ‘Your Highness, I replied, 
‘this time the artist had less share in the success than the Jew within me, which 
has filled me with enthusiasm for my task, it was for me an immense delight for 
once to be able to pour out my deeply afflicted heart from my pulpit. The 
Princess for awhile looked at me with surprise, then she silently pressed my 
hand—it was the Princess Pauline Metternich.” - 


ITALY.

BIRMINGHAM. 


The Committee of the Birmingham Hebrew Philanthropic Society, in the 
seventieth annual report, point with pleasure to the large measure of assistance 
they have been the means of affording to their poorer coreligionists during the 
past year, but their satisfaction is diminished by the reflection that during that 
period the expenditure has somewhat outstripped the income. The total income 
was £442 19s, 6d., as compared with £507 9s, 8d., in 1896-7, The Committee 
express their hopes that steps will immediately be taken to remedy the 
decreasing revenue, as with the natural increase of the community the demands 
on the benevolence of the charity must annually increase. The Committee have 
again to record their grateful thanks to the Birmingham Jewish Charities Aid 
Society for its liberal donation of £10, The amount of donations received in 
connection with the Annual Ball was £204 6s. 6d., as against £236 10s. 6d., on 


the previous occasion. The total expenditure for the year was £451 4s, 3d., as. 


against £408 1s. 8d. in 1896-7. The amount expended in pensions to aged and 


infirm persons rose from £317 5s. to £346 10s. 6d. The number of pensioners on the 


books at the end of the year was 22, who werein receipt of sums varying from 2s. 6d. 
to 10s. per week. The Committee state, with regret, that whereas in 1896-7 the 
income exceeded the 4 iene by £99 83., the latter has this year exceeded 
the former by £8 4s, 9d., practically showing a deficit of £107 12s. 9d. The 
operations of the Loan Fund have been extended during the past year, the 
amount granted from this source being £183 10s., as against £123 10s. in the pre- 
ceding year. Of this sum £121 has been guaranteed. The repayments reached 
£100 183, 6d., as against £61 14s. In conclusion, the Committee assure the 
subscribers that every consideration has been given to the various cases that 
have come under their notice. They feel no apprehension as to the future of 
the Society, and regard the seventy years of its existence as an indication that 
it has gained the approbation of the community in the mode of its administra- 
tion and in the discharge of its self-imposed duties.

The annual general meeting of the Birmingham Tent 20 of the Chovevi 
Zion Association was held in the Schoolroom, Singer’s Hall, on Sunday after- 
noon last. Mr. B. Goodman, Commander, occupied the chair. In the report 
presented to the meeting, the Committee congratulated the subscribers on the 
result of the year’s work, which has been a record one. During the year the 
sum of £61 5s. 7$d. has been collected in subscriptions and donations, of which 
£50 has been forwarded to Headquarters’ Tent. The number of subscribers has 
been increased to 16,a gain of 58. In July last the opinion of the Committee was 
asked by Headquarters’ ‘l'ent as to whether it was deemed advisable to accept 
the scheme of the English Zionist Federation, and after much discussion it was

The policy laid down by the Headquarters’ Tent was of such a nature that it 
must commend itself to every [sraelite—it was a policy of this kind, instead of 
helping a number of people, who were Jacks of all trades and masters of none, 
to flock into Palestine in the hope of becoming colonists, and whose chances 
were very remote, they were taking in hand men who had been in Palestine for 
mapa | years, who were acclimatised to the country, and who had had experience 
as labourers on the land,and they would be established on the land bought by 
the Association, and assisted in every shape and form to become proper agri- 
culturists and colonists, The Rev. G. J. Emanuel, in seconding the adoption of 
the report and balance-sheet, said that, with one exception, the operations of 
their Tent had been confined to collecting subscriptions and passing them over 
to the Headquarters’ Tent. The exception was that they had been called upon 
to express a judgment on the opinions held by the Chovevi Zion Association 
and the English Zionist Federation as to the best means of carrying 
out the objects of Zionism. After very careful and very mature con- 
sideration, their Tent came to the opinion, almost unanimously, that the scheme 
of the Chovevi Zion Association commanded their assent and approval. Mr. M. 
Berlyn, in supporting, congratulated the Tent on the success of the administra- 
tion during the past year. Messrs. D. Hollander, Bernhard Davis, 8. E. Marks, 
B, E. Guerz, and M. Mindelsohn also supported the adoption of the report and 
balance-sheet, whilst Messrs, M. L. Dight, 8. Isaacs, and D. Wolffe spoke in 
favour of the Federation. The report and balance-sheet were adopted. Mr. 
M. Berlyn proposed the election of the Rev. G. J. Emanuel as 
Commander, Mr. M. Mindelsohn as Vice-Commander, and the re- 
election of Mr. S. Hillner as Treasurer. Mr, B. Goodman seconded the 
roposition, which was supported by several members. In accepting office the 
ev. G. J, Emanuel said he would take an early opportunity of calling the sub- 
scribers together to explain the policy of the Association, and to have a vote 
of confidence taken on that policy. Messrs, Mindelsohn and Huillner also 
returned thanks. The following gentlemen were elected the Committee for the

Philanthropic institutions, he said, were now so numerous that 1t was questioned 
whether they should not be taken over by the State, which could administer 
those fittest to survive, levying an equitable rate upon evervbody for their 
maintenance. Nothing would be easier—or more deplorable. He dreaded the 
entrance of the State into fields that ought to be sacred to private efforts. Let 
that intrusion continue and develop into usurpation, and the result would be the 
drying up of those springs of human charity that kept the heart fresh and green. 
For the Jews there was a special reason against the interference of the State in 
such matters in the anti-Semitic wave which every now and then swept over the 
world, a wave of hatred, contempt, and detestation of the people who gave to 
the world the Founder of all forms of the Christian faith and His apostles. Some 
of them thought they found a remedy for anti-Semitism when thev suggested 
the formation of a State in Palestine. ‘They would run away from it. They would, 
he hoped, be better inspired and more wisely guided. That was un-Jewish 
and un-English. Let them stop at home and take their share and a little more 
of the general burdens; meet injustice by righteousness, prejudice by open 
minds, hatred by love, and they must conquer in the end; and above all let 
them remember that in the world, poverty, misery and all forms of wretched- 
ness were never absent, and it was their prerogative as Jews ever to have a hand 
open as day to melting charity. Liverpool was renowned for benevolent 
activities, and he found that over and above what the Jews contributed for 

purposes of public worship, maintenance of voluntary schools, contributions to 
unsectarian charities, and other objects they spent £2 000 a year in relieving the 
prime necessities of the poor, although an appreciable amount of that was from 
their Christian neighbours. Nota bad record, but was it equal to the increasing 
needs of the poor?
